No. 8.“ This vase, an aiiijihora like all the others, is in Bt»- 
lognit (Figs, 18 and 11). On the red-tiguretl aide Diouysos, with 
long lot ks and hair Ismiidhy a fillet, stands to the right (Fig. 13). 
lie wears an Ionic ehiton covered with rfmall dots and an hima- 
tion witli round spots, eaeli surrounded hy a drele of dots, in 
his left linml he holds u hnincli of gravNJvtne on u Mch are buiicUft, 
of grapes—^the otitliiies hcitig incised, as is the hair ot the hgarcs. 

In his right hand he has a kantharos. Towonls him stei)s a 
miienad clad in Ionic chiton ilceorated with crosses uud half 
inneanflcrs.

identical, or, at least, closely feinted. Tlie Uyksos kings hnd a large 
dominion also in Syria. They poaaesBtd not onlyBOUthem Palestine, 
wlnther they were persiH’qted by the victorious Egyptians (the siege 
ofSharuhen, in the territory of Simeon, is mention^), but algo, most 
likely, J'hnrnicia, which the Egyptinna attacked immeilhitelv after- 
warvls. A stnall stone lion with the name of king Khfyi^ (eee above) 
disaowereil in Bagdad, near Babylon, was oeitninly not carriRl there 
by ft fieehig Hykaos f Peverift), I do not venture to make King 
KfieijSn (on account of this strayed raonument) king even of Babv- 
_ Ionia (Petrie), but I think the stone, evidently shipped down the 
Euphrates, may i,n>ve the extent of Ilyksoa rule to the banka of this 
nver. This discovery of a forgotten powerful empire shows to ug that 
Chances of discovery in the same way are left for aevenil great

THE AMOHITES IN BABYLONIA.— Mr. IhxrnKS^ lat(St diBoOveiy is a 
Lighly ioteresting onOj and throws tresh light on the intimate rela¬ 
tions that existed between Babylonift and Syria in the age of Abno 
haul- Prt>t Mommel cjiuy yet [wove right in his suggL'^stiod that the 
defeat of Chedorhioidcr and his allies by the Hebrew patrinreh w™ 
the ultimate- cause of KbinnTnnrabi*s success in overthrowing Eri-Aku 
OT Arioctij and tlie Elamite sii[ireTniicy over Babylonia^ and in estab¬ 
lishing a united and id dependent Babylonian kingdom.

With Heveral Intorruptioiis, M- Pe Hauzcc haa devoti-iJ eight cank- 
paigna (the loat of whieU he iiiflde lliv FuLjet^t of 3i report before the 
French Academy, Ovt^iher, bSlli ) to a tiiorongh aiul successful explora¬ 
tion of the groat group of mounds in Soullieru Ijaliytonin known under 
the nmne of Tello- The ruiiia extend aboul four Engh>^ 3 i miles^ and 
are situated aome three or four dayf*'journey iiorLhessst of Bsi-HHorah, 
twelve hoiiR 1 asl Jroin the old VVarka,nn the eastern i niik of the canal 
Shatt ehllai. They represent a city which is vaUi^l J^lkirpnrhi in the 
oldest cuneiforto in3cri]3tion£5, and Ijigaub in the later Babylonian 
liteniiure.

Mundhir i, who is mentioned so lrc(|ucntly in the old Arabic poems 
from the time liefore MuEimumadJ were repreacoted In- ambEis^adori?. 
Like several other jKj^t-l.'hrh^itian inscription^, partly known before 
Glaser j journeys?^ this test is dated aisL'Onling to aso-fiir-tiiiknown era, 
which various scholars htud sup|Kj^t?d to l>c the era of tlie Seleucides.

This inscriptioo, wliich, fnmi its Christian opening p^in the power 
□ftbe All-mercifnl and Ins Messiah and the Holy GhuFt also has a 
certain signiHcanee for church history, tlirows light upon the lust [seriod 
of Sal »e;nk history. But the nfon:^aiil l^irn'idi inscription (abuut 7l K i b. c.) 
is of greater imporbmee for ^^liemitie antiquity. I n i«irL, it had already 
Ikeen copied by Habh y, hut the diiwjiiebiis Betlbvetm hruJ t4ikeii hi^eopy 
nway from him. Glaser, however, HiieceedeHl in copying the whole 
large iuacriptiiiu of alwjut a thousand w onbi—intlecrl, lie even managed 
tu takn a splcmdid si[m>e?e of it.

example. But at 01ym[]ia and Pergamon w^e fherhups come near 
to the obi t.ireek gymiuisium as we are ever likely to do.

As if is [woposed to rt^erve the 
iiLseriptioris uml senlptures tbiiud in the gyminLsluMi lor sepanite 
preseutation, a sliort fleseri|itIoii of tlie walls and the viirimii!

On the west side a hnmd Hight of tliree low step# led iiji into 
the eorrklor siirrmmditig the sijiiare A. These steps of [loros 
stone are strangely etiougli coated with stucco, a materia] little 
ndiipted to emlure the wear of feet. I’aiigiiig through A we find 
tlie corridor immediately to the north jimvided wkh a tile-pave- 
meiit, at [oust in its eeiitrul |iortiom It i#; im]H.ssilde to tell just 
how far it oriirimdly extended, the edges being some%v]iat Vint, 
tered. In the ejistern j-art, where it was eiearly lacking, we 
ibiiTnl five or aix boxes witli the eapadty of aomcwLid less^ than 
a euhic foot, tmide of sipuire tiles, with a top that was removnlde. 
These seem to have hwm iuibcnhled in tlie earth, and were prol> 
ably rcH<,*ptael.« tl .r emds. If this a-as their object the space wiw 
jiroinildy euelosed. The jiaveroeiir coiitimiee up to the north¬ 
ern boiimiary of the riHini, where llie wall is iuterrn]*ted lu 
a scries of tour hasf?s between two iniiiu;.

EXPLORATJON OF THE VOLSCIAN CITIES AND ANCIENT ROADS. 
—J.n connection with the work undertaken on behalf of the American 
School at Rome on the site of ancient Norba in the VoEguian hills of 
Latiiiiii^ I attempted to Bnd the line of ancient pre-Roman Toacty wbich^ 
it appears to me, must ]jave connected iH'orhn with the otber citifss oi 
the Volsoiaii bills. The roads Ica^lin^ out of llic varioua gateri of the 
citv wtife all well markedand those w'hieb cieacit^n.dcil the niouiitGLm,- 
rfide orcrlcoking the Ron tine jslain could lie traced to a considerahle 
cUstancein various dlrcetioiw. than half-way down the mountain- 
aide tlie road triftimated—onelTLincb coiug northward toward Cora^ 
:mc] the other southwnrfl toward while a third branch went 

ilirectly down to the plain to a pa^fts which cN^cnjnetl n site iinincdi- 
sitely above the tueiliieval to^vn of Sinfa lying ao pictur<’ 3 i||Uely ruinona 
at the gotirceif of the stream of that name at the foot of the hill of Norba.

diroction I intend to investigate this, in order to tieccrtain wh(?lher 
the roail went across the plain to VeUtrae, or passed around the upper 
spur of die V'olacian hills to Artcnii and Signk. 

At Cora itself we w^ere able ti> locate the necropolis and to aecure 
some objects from it (Intiiig from the early part of the viii century* 
Ad none of tbu iieeropoli of thcflc Volscian cities had been located 
hiiherto by archsEologistg, this fact is of imiiorUiiice^all the more that 1 
have Buceeedod in acquiring the bame certitude in the ease of the 
Iieeropoli of two other Volsi-iun cities. The city-svalM of Cera heioug 
mostly Ui Uic second and third rim linen* of the walls of Norha, and 
the steepness of the hill on wliiuh the city is built led to the con- 
atruetinn of an uimsiiall}' inton?sdng seritH of high terraces eonnecteiJ 
by a winding road.

NORBA.—ExPLORATinx fw THE AxciENT riTY.—Attention was 
first callcfi to the ancient city of Korba iu hy an article by 

Gerhard in tlie puhlic^ations of the German Institute, illuatrated with 
flmwings by an architect immicfl Kiuipp. This article was, however, 
wTitten ivithout much* If any. study of the site, and the plan vras 
iKJlh inadequate ami erroneous. Nine iithogmphic drawings (.folio) 
of its walls allil gates by Eilwar^l Dodwell were posthumously pub- 
iishoii (London) in witliout text, ^^inee interest has been 

again aroused in the ancient cUies v>f rjitium which preeeiied Rome, 
mid the theory has Ihi-cii advanced that in thia entirely unexplored 
rei^dmi can he found tlio soiutiou of Ihe problem of KiLrly-Italian 
rnlture in so far as it was difibrent from tlie Etruscan-—N otImi has 
beem rcH^nrrhd (perha] t35 nniy during the last year or two) as the centre 
of any stud 1 1 » tlmt might he undertaken in tlii^ matter.

Among tlie most characteristic of the objects thus irxi portent ore bronze 
tripods, hydriori^ numerous beaked wine-vases? or oojioehoea, ilat bowls 
of bronze like the jneceding, and painted vast^, Thetse were orig¬ 
inally deseribeii by Dr. Lindensehniit and others se Etruscan, hut 
their Greek origin was now in ahiioat all caeca autheiilicated, and 
heaiJcaks a very tiv'ely coiEiuierL-e with Hellenic laiids.

Timsc which, like tlie harp, are 
composed of a frame ami soundiug-box upon which are strung open 
string" l« be struck by llic fingers or by the plectrum; each vibrating 
throughout it,-* entire length can give but one sound, always the 
aaine. In the Other class, to whicli belong the lute, guitar and the 
vintiu, the sounding-boanl is sumiomiUiil by n. long neck- The strings, 
ordinarily few in number, are stretched from one end to the other. 
By iircseing a string wiili a finger of the left haml against any point 
upon the neck, while striking it lower down with the right hand, one

TWO SCULPTUFteS OF THE SCHOOL OF PRAXITELES —P- BlUSKOW^KI 
writes in the /featre Ar^i. \ LSa5, p. 2S11; The collwtion of casts which 
Raidiael Metigs ha? left to the Muaeuin of Dresden preserves to ua 
many works the otiBinids yf whidi have disappeared.

AICOSTHEHA. — “Tiio remoteness of tliia town from ordinary 
routes liius preaen^erj for ua a Greek fortified town in better conditiuri 
and greater compIcteneM ihimany other, not even excepting Mesaeiie ” 
thus writes E. F. RE\iai.s', ivlio lioa published a study of Hje town in 
.WS, vol. ?:v(pp. 314--2J). Aignatheim wae in Megaris, on thetiorderB 
of Boiotia; it was the cradle of the worsluji of Helanipniis, The town 
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ivas dividod inta two psirtH^ the ncropolig^ on all Eidea by a 

Hue of Vi&ilh with eight towcre^ ftTid the lower town fortified on the 
north, from the aeropolid down to the sea, by o aluiILar line, flttll 
reniaining in good eonditiun. Two of the tow ere are m excellent pre¬ 
fer vat ion^ one of them probably the tinest esi^iting specimen of 
Greek fortification-work. Tlie Etyle of building in both the aero- 
polia unci the long wall ia the aame. The towera in both caeee 
are of ipiadranpubr gquan^cut stonea, averaging a metre in length 
and a hidf-metre in height and breadth. The lower couree^ of the 
walls that join these toweira are largely built in the ^fourth-cen’ 
tury polygonni style* Other scattered pieces of polygonal work 
occur here ami there. The materlals are a hard lime^^Ume of the dis¬ 
trict, and a less dnralde eonglomemte rock. OiitEidc the town eeveral 
te-ntative holes W'ere dug iJi the four cemeteries which lie to the north 
ofthetoivn and two to the south. ’We came upon a whole series of 
airiall seated terracotta figures which give tho ilevelopraent of the 
OTLlinary seated goddessTigurc Qiat Luia been found in such ntim- 
hers tl^nmghout Cireece^ These figurines may be divided, into three 
types (1) In the earliest the figure is a mere mask, very thin, and 
preseotiug uo attem|.it at uiodelling or even at showing the limbs. 
The features are just indicated j the hesid-dresj3 Is the pokwf or the 
simple (2 ) tho next lypie ahowa the figure solidj and there 

iire attempts at Ul 0 ^kUing the arms and hands: (3) the third and 
latest type shows the ordinary seated figure nmek in one piece, of 
which such numbers were ^bund io the excavatiou of Lhe aem|>olis at 
Athens. Earlier than any of these three Types were a number of 
STD all idols from one to two ineht^ high, of wdiicli we found nliout ten. 
They were merely little sticks of chiV, pinched to indicate the nose, 
and The hands hangii^g by the sides. They compare interestingly with 
the stone idolt- from Amorgofi* with which the shoi>s in Athens were 
llooded in 18U3, There were many friigmecits of pottery of all styles 
from eriTly Dipylon down to red-figuredp Maii-lieaded hirda, rosettes, 
and etars formed the chief ornaments, on the earliest nf these. The 
rttl-Tlgured fragments were remarkable in technique. Finally, we came 
upon a fourth-century ^latuette ^18 iuchea hi^) of Kore carrying 
torches. These finds were all loose in the earth and mixed together : 
they la}^ by the side of a kte-Kumau w all w liich 1'elongf:'<l to a Homan 
villa which was huiJl over a Gm'k cemeteiv'. These fragments of early 
figures an<! vaseSj togelhcr with the eorl_v polygoruit w'all and rough- 
cave masonry show that there had been here a settlement of great 
antiquity. 

APHIDNA. —A tumulus,opened by M. S.WiU*: at Apkidna containod 
several Mykeneeaii toiubs, with vases and gold ornaments; there were 
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also skelelcius, one of (rhich was of (:ola»<^al size. Other tumuli have 
been exvavatcrl hy the Epboros at Hrauroii and ut Markoimolo (dcnie 
of Praski), {Athra., 181*5. If, jt. KW.) M. ilyres had ascertained iJiat 
the gaigtth of Kura, nt the foot of mount llymottoa, were not sepulchral, 
but were simply couij^oaed of stones which had been cleared out of 
the fielcla.—S. R. in /f.l, Oct, ’1*5.

In the second place M. Dorpfeld 
thinks he has tound, in tlie vicinity of the AaaeHilTOfmo»,tlie D!tmy/ncin 
fV A^ait, that sanotnary of Dionysos where was celebrate<l the -(n(/je- 
stertVi liiid of which Thuukydides (ii. loj mentions expressly the great 
antiquity.—AATG, vriq 402, 

Dr. DurpfeJd has rcHumed hk excavations near the Areopagos, ami 
will explore all the ground extending from this site to tlie chief 
entrance o( the Akrojtolis. The work has brought to light tliy reiiiuiiia 
of several buildings widi mosaic pavements and traces of paintings on 
the walls j an altar dedicated to Asklepios, HygleSa, and Amynos, 
belonging—as can be seen from tho letters of tiie iTiscriplicm—to die 
bcgdnuing of our era; and some pieces of sculpture and of terracotta 
reliefs. A tomb witii umui- fragments of vases of the later Dipylon 
style, and some wells, havm also been discovered, but no traces of the 
buildings or monumenti referred to by Pau.sanks in Ills dacription of 
this jjart of the city. One of the w'eUs contained a terriHXitta vase full

I[i pursuance of this 
view', Mr. Vr^dh director of the Hriti^h Schoub hud his atten¬ 

tion attmeted to a spot on the ifoutlj bank of the river, several hundreil 
yarda below the Btadion, where the groaud falls away from a gmall 
plateau In a reinarlcably al:^^upt and perpendicular manner, indicating 
the presence of indden walla. on either side of this [dateau are 
two prominent liiHs^ which might ivell he those inentioncrl by Emeient 
authorB in connexion with the Kyno^arges, it was decidcil to rlig a 
trcncli through this plateau.

OAPHHI—MOSAICS OF THE CHURCH.— The following note Is frolU 
Millet with regard to the mosaics at Uaphiii: The restoration of 
the mosaics contided to M Novo is progressing tpiite raiddly. In 
the cuysila, Christ and the FmphcU; in the northeast pendevitiye, the 
Jnnancifiiioa; in tlie nortliern choir, the Xnihity uf H>4 Vjftpu^ the 
Criicijiitun, the Puimt, and whatever renmina of the RAJ^uri-tcthn of 
InviTiii and of the mt^dalliona of the martyrs; in iho soiilhem clioir, 
the .-IrforNtJOft uj Hit .Vofp'. tVie .4jifi(.Sfp*is, the lucffdnliti/ fif Tinmifw, luid 
tlie medidVmna 1 on llio arch ol‘ tlie northern apse are placeil the 
deitoons.

The I'myer of 
St. Aunn is wanting at St. Sophia of Kief; so that the composition 
of Daphni appears to he the most ancient one known rcpresoniiiig 
this scene.

DlscoVEFtV OF ^JEw HVMN&.— In unearthing the treasury i>f tho 
AthEjnkna at Delphi, ten uiorE fragments have been found ui' a hymn 
to Apollo, which is precticallj complete, Iviscribcil with 1joth n'ords 
and music. After the hymn comes the lirit lines of-a decree, whidi 
shows how these cum positions! come to he inscribed on stone, Tlie 
jteople of Delphi passed decree? in iaouor nf tlie authors, ami ordered 
the hymns to be get out witii the decrees when tiieae were put on 
record. Tlie purport of this liymu is suiistantialiy the same us the 
other. After an invocation of the Muses, the poet gives tlie legends 
of Apollo, onrling with the slaughter of tiie Gauls in 279, and implores 
the protection of the God for Dei phi, Athens, and the Roman govern^ 
uieiit. Tlie date must lie after b. c. 14tJ,

Athens, and then,' Ls invoked Paiun, “ thcliealer”: then (tO the poet 
describes his progress to Parnassos; (fl) his laying the foundations of 
bia temple at Delphi, his meeting the dragon, which Ci) he slew, and 
delivered Delphi from the invading Gauls; tiually (j/)- the rliythm 
changes from cretic to glyconic, and the poem ends with a prayer to 
Apollo, Artcmia and Leto, imploring them to protect Athens and 
Delphi, and to grant viclory to the Romans.

HVMN TO QiONysos-—The fourth h3'tUD found at Delitlii, eays M. 
llt'Mii Weil, ia ti paean in honor of Pionyaoa It dat*a from the last 
third of tho tourth century il r. ^Ithoti^h it ia not accom[)tinied hv' 
the musioitl notfitioii, it vies with the preceding hyiuna on aiscoiinl of 
its age and ita hL^torira] interfeit. The first sttophca are devoted to 
the hiatory of the gixl; lltone which follow are all historical, for, 
aocordiiig U> the epi graphic doe aments recently diacovcred, they con- 
liiin the work on the roeoiistruction of the temple at Delphi during 
the fourth century. It van he seen, frons this hymn, that the work 
hod roccived n lively impulse after the end of the war against the 
PliociatLfi, who -had pillagod the treasures of tlie temple. The ptiet 
foresees the day when a new ujiuctiinry, resplendent with gold, will he 
inaugurated ; and he extol la the fortunate generation who shall com¬ 
plete tills ivork. The mouthpiece of the priests of Delphi and of the 
Amphiclyonic council, directed then by the Macedonian princes, he 
liiuda panhellenism and the policy of the new leAders of Greece — 
tl, p. -279. 

CODE OF THE PHRATRV OF THE labvades.—A t the Augnet, ‘2:i 
Sitting of the AJft/j, M, Ho.M0Lt4' presented titicl commented upon 
the text of nu Inscription fuund at Delphi, containing a part of the 
code of the phratry of ilie T^abyadea, This documJnt of the fifth 
century is composed of decrees and rcgulatinns relating to admission 
into the phratry, to liturgicid obligations and funeral rltea. It embraces 
the entire life of the LabyaJes, Conclusioiiis of the highest importancE 
upon thfi organiiatLoQ and origin of the family, of tlie popnlatioTi, and 
of the Delphic worship can he drawn hrom it.^/^A, Dee. 

THEASUflV OF SIPHNOS OR OF KNfOOS ((Jl .1X1, x, 115].^ At the

This is 
also true of IScptune, w hose name, under the form Nrphtil is lound on 
a mirror* The Ijttin language is an Indu-Europcan tongae-thEre 
can be no doubt about that; Imt because the language is Aryan it 
does not follow thill the religion also was Arvaii—at any rate, the 
w hole of it One ncenls only tu glance at the religions of modem 
Europe to see that roligiou and language are not necessarily derived 
from the same source. The Etru-sram religion lias, besides, left other 
traces among the Eomiuia, and, through thorn, anaonE the French. 
In the discu-HBion which folluwc*! M. Hreal s reftvHtigt M- d/trhoiB do 
Juliaim-iUe said that he believed that tiie general principles'laid down 
hy M. llrcul could hardly ho contested.

The t/rk^nj is nf much greater interest. It ia almost im¬ 

possible to speak of these without entering upon some ilchiils of 
nbjetts of giich varied and fteautifnl forms. In the fiist nmk is a 
great ptaqiio BLlomed in the centre with a reinale bust in relief. The 
head, of a dignified type of beauty, is dressed with the skin of an 
elephant; the tusks of tlie bea.st are disposed on either side of the 
front, while the trunk is niised at the centre like an aigrette. Itis ft 
personificatiim of the city of Alexandria in E^’pt. The right liand 
of tiie figure holds the sacred serpent, the left a Lorn of plenty, and 
in tlie folds of the drapery of the breast lie pouiegrunatea. grapes ftiirl 
otlicr fruLis, A wieatli of oak and laurel leaves, entirely gilded, 
encircles the Inist which is also gilded with the exception of the fiwh 
which is reserved for silver, coufumilng to the custom followed in 
ancient works of art. This heimtifnl |dur|iic recalls ohjecte of the 
same kind mentioned by Pliny which bore the signnlurea of cele- 
braleil arti.sts und hraught large prices oven in his time. In tbit! tlic 
aeulptiiT hay not inscribed hw name, Iml the work Is no less rare and 
precdous. A pjirticular detail proveti the perfection of execution, the 
eoK are pierced; in theni were suspended looae carriuga. Jt is unfort¬ 
unate tliat they were not found. The am-ient eoiinoisaeur who pos- 
aesaal tlie work of art had giwd tea-Hons for being proud of it. In 
default of liiy mime we possess, perhat^, his portrait in a second 
pliHiiie of the same form at the centre of which is lixed u|»oii a 
round boss the huat of an old mm in full face. The bust waa made 
in silver, os wiis also that of liia wife; this tost detached from the 
back of the phnjue ivhieh it decorated wos unfortunately imt upon 
the market and is h>day in the British Museum (descriliial.below). 

Tliia man certainly followed the whims of his lime. The excava¬ 
tions ut Boscoreale indicate that he enjoyed a large fortune and 
the colbelioii of vases which he miale prove that he had the meuis 
tri satisfy hU p.us.sion.

A n ideal scene of sacrifice is repre^uted vi])on the side where 
appear the two diTinitles in whutn the most sceptiral Romans had 
never ceascnl to believoi eren nt the time of triumphant Chrislanit jj 
Koine and Victory. In the centre, noinc, wearing a helmet, Btanda 
before un altar and brandishes a lance, indicating her power; two 
•winged Victories half-rlraited, in tiie traditional pae, sacrifice a bull 
aud^how by their humble itcsture that tltey await the orders of Uie 
of tht worldr 

Among Ihe vessels which adorn this colleLtion are certain creations 
of fanev which one might believe to he the work of .lajrfiiicse artitts. 
Thpv are vases of elegant form with handled and with bases finely 
turned. Tijon them birds feed their little ones; here a stork hovew 
near lier nest of young. This little scene is treated with a master liand. 
Aroimtl the base are different little ttnimalB ; nothing could be more 
natural or more graceful- Two other vases of the same form are 
adorned each with four !Ierona chasing insects which they catcb tn 
tlieir beaks. They arc rendered with a skill equal to that of our lieal

Ill the same onlcr appear two larger cups with scenes of the chase;

Two pieces must be raeiitiontd which, from all iirchneological point 
of view, are certaiuly the most precious of the Hnsixireale collec¬ 
tion.

London, Mr, Tallonrd Ely cxliihited a miniber ot photo¬ 
graphs illustnitive of tiie linuse of A. ^bttius. recently excavate 
at PontTieii, and drew' attention tu tlie apei'isl interest of its pvertona 
and other deeonttimis.

Here tlicre cauje to 
light (at ft distance of about eijehUjeii nietTes frain tiie uiofiumcnt) the 
ancient toad leading frorn the Chtrhinc to the faelkn Mount, follow^g 
the course of the modero Via LahicAna. Sorth ot this roail remain a 
aeries of hrick pilasters whose bases re's! upon a large rL^dan^lula^ 
muss oftracortine. They are decomted with engageil Bcniitolunini*, 
also of brick, and were originally joined by arches, traces of whuee 
imposts still remain. Tlte date of tliia portico appears frotu its style 
to la? tlie eiHroiid httlfofthe first «.eiitnry. It follows n line parallel 
to the greater axis of tht‘ ainplvitheiitre and its centre cotrospoiids to 
the enlrant'e on the north end of the minor axis. The width of its 
arcftilfts, the height of its pilfistcre, find the diiinielcr of its semi¬ 
columns corrii'spoiid e.Kactly to those of the lower story of the 
aiupliitheatre itself. It is known that Titus, shortly iiller linving 
dedicahid the amphitheatre, confftructeil utair to it his Unths. and it is 
evident that the gratidiose remains now ULscoveretl at this point 
heloiigefl to the front of tlie portico which gave access these bjitha 
and whicli w.a 9 placed at the fiiot of the staircase loading up to them. 
This ancient portico was at a later dale partly atrengllieiied by new 
eonslructions and partly transthrmed and ailaptcd to other uses.

JoL'ftSAU we gave a sample of Dr, Petcrwii's rcconslruction of Aug¬ 
ustus’ famous .1 £>i /'wee- In a suhs&iucnt imiiiber of tlie Biilleti ii 

of the German Iiiatltute (voL x. 2), I’eteweii^ add.^ a note to his pre- 
vioua article accoiupauicd by a I'date whicii illnstnitea two interesting 
heads uot hitherto Bup[wsed to belong to the frieae of the altar. The 
first of these lieuds represents a bearded man with a helmet^deci'iratetl 
willi a griffiu ami a crest. The type i-s ideal, and the original was 
undoubtedly a Grisjk work of the fifth century u. c. It certainly 
represents Mara. In uverv matL-rial as well os artistic way thi,s head 
accords perfectly with the rclicik oi the frieze. It also came from the 
Fiauo Palace in Ibinie where vrere preserved the aklis of the iiltar 
found ill 1859. The one reason for supposing that it did not belong 
to the frieie is that there is no other figure ni>oii U which is cither 
armed or in uuy other than civil costume; ncitber are any of the 
other heads of lioble personages, 'The diBlcultiiH vanish when Peter¬ 
sen lifter rejecting tho possibility that thia bead belonged to either of 
the’lonu sides of the altar, finds that it fits most perfectly into the 
Ti"hl-hflnd end of the frieze ; into the relief with the bulls being led to 
sa'crifice.

Af*TiaUE LEADS FOUND IN THE TIBER,— At tlie .luiie 1U. ’Slo inact- 
iug of the M- itowai; announced that M. Hulhig had sent him 

the aueient lead stamps of which he hail ajjoken at a preceding 
meeting, asking him to [rive an account of the rt^sulLs of liis e-'cauiina- 
tkm of them. The colluedoii consisted of fifteen Irads recently, taken 
out of the Tiber at Koine; Cttch one bore on uiie side the stamp iii 
relief of a Hat seal with a circular or oval framework; the opposite 
side was osutdlv more or less conve.t with piir^dlel stripes or liues.

AL these leads are iuteDiJeJ farconuuercial use, as can he inferred

[dlude to maritime luivigcttiuiii symbolized by the linehor, the capri¬ 
corn, uiid the galley. KniTii these indientioDS, 11. llowat concluded 
tliul they serve! 1 to seal the hales of tiiercliandiso sent from Kgvpl 
.to the port of itdtia and afterwards taken in a tugboat to Rome Lv 
the Tiber. Their presence in the bed of the river can be explained 
by some accident of navigation wivicU must have overturned Ihe 
cargo. This opinion is contirmed by other leads also taken out of 
the TU»er at a previous time. These various e.vamples show that tiie 
antique leads, whether huUiU or frsjtfrae, offer subjects of ,study as 
imporbiiit as those of the coins, and that, like thf^e fast, they are 
frequently connected with historical events or witii the functioning of 
the great iiistitiitii)ns of Rome.

THE POSlTtO^ OF THE STATUE OF VESTA IN THE TEWPLE OF 
THE FORUM, —M. Atiit^ Thedeuiit made the following oottimunioa- 
tion to the A’,-!/’ (June 2fi, "tlo); ''Thvo texla of Oviil, mentioning, one 
tbti non-exiatenev, the other Ilje exifitt'nrei of tlie statue of Vwta, have 
appeared to a great many to present a contradiction diflicuit to 
reeoneiic. The queation is complicated hy rfMmetary typed which 
appear to invalidate the second text against the first, It is a ques¬ 
tion of tile temple tind the statue ot ^ csia at Rorue in tho iomm.

OL't'urs -in III, 4d~iS, A certain numlier of imijcrial iiioiieys 

reptresent the tarn pie of Vista, and, in the temple (the dedcri]»tinns uf 
thene monevs tell nsi was cleplcted the statue of Vesta sonletimes 
standing, sometimes sitting. Thus ive find f.lvid in contradiction 
Iwtli witli himself ami with the nlmost contempomneona fisured, 
monaments. However, all these witllcSSM con Ik* reconciled to one 
nnotlicr. A great many coiumenUitora liave, in fact, taken the text 
of Ovid in an nbaolute sense, but 1 believe that they make a mistitke 
here, 1 do not l.ieUuve that Odd meant lo indicate tliat tliero exiated 
anv statue ut Vesta. It is well known tliat the intt^rior ol tiie temple 
of Vest!! was iiiddcn frum profane eyed. The people were not 
admitted to It. Under tlic reign of Coiiimodne, in 191 A. i>., a fire 
(levasLiti'd tlie Forum and dtstroyed the temple of Vesta. Tiicn, for 
tiie first time, people were aLk to sec the inside of the temple, and, 
reasoning bv aniJogv, tlicv cunclndcd that this cii.iscd temple had. 
like the other teniidea the intcriurs of whieli were not closofl, a statue 
of tiie dirinity in the riVfo. This ignorance Hvid seems at first to 
have shared, as in seen by some of hia verac. Tiierefore, the fact of 
which Ovid Was ignorant at firsl, and which he Icarnqil kter on, 
was that in the inti-rior of the tt'iU]ila there wiia no statiu- of VcfJta. 
The meaning of the verse of Ovid being thus dcteniiiiied, the second 
verse becomes Toconciled witli the fixst, Ovivl, in tact, does not say 
that the statue wdiieh veiled its face with ita Iiaiids was in the interior 
of the temple. There remain the coins. In order that they shoo Id 
accord with the first text, one must suppose that the statua repre¬ 
sented WHS situated not in the tdh. (that is to say, in the interior of 
the temiilo which was always closcil) but hetween the exterior 
TOlnuins, or ratiier in an opicn vestibule. Now, if we study a cer-

I’he circular and |wlygontil panels, which are now beingstiuHed afi 
a class of objects related to the marrbgc-chejt, represent such subjects 
os the Meeting of tlie Hueett of Shelw and Boloiiion, tlK- .fudgincnt of 
Solomon, the Lsist Jndgmeut, the Jtidgmem of Paris, the Aliduetion 
of Helen, the Triumph of Love; and a few genre aul.'jccts such 
listhc rikinnish, the Serenade, and the ploying of the game caUed 
f.a CirtiHa. Tn the fiixteeetith century, painted furnitnro continued to 
be ])rod«c«l and to occupy the attention of artishi,sucli ae: Pontonno, 
Andrea del Sarto, lintchiarca. I ImiiaceL Organ-!, musical instrument,^, 
even biers, were dccoralerl with paintiiiga. Nu less iin artifit Ltmn 
Gioigione made a sp^tdly of tlecoraltng marriage-cheat^, armor, and 
shields. He usunlly drew his subjects from Ovid. The pidntinga 
upon furniture im.l to compete with sculptnreil wood, on the one 
hmiU, and witii inlaid woorl, on the other, and were timdly overcome 
by them. The cironlur and jHilygonal panels in their turn were 
rt'pliicetl by fflitinct!. 

PHOTOGRlUtliari photogntpllfiT^ continue tlieir 
work in pliotogmpbing the artistic products of the past. .Vt Rome, 
Anderson has recently reproclui:ed tlie pnintiiigs by Pinturicchio a.s 
well its other fuiintings and maiinscripts in the Vatican.

There being not a 
trace left of thw .netting — not a moulding or ornamentation nr any 
drawing of tlien]—no attenijitis tuade to rceonstmet tlie nadtiteclure. 
The fact remains that alnmt Lhirty w'orka of gcnlpture, either statues 
or biisrelicfe, many of tliem cxccute<l by UnnatellG^ and all of theui 
phmned hy him for the hlgh-iilnir of Sant Antonio, were together 
hetween 14oCi ami LiTtl At present, though they are diHper&tHii 
tliroughont die churchj all these scnlpturea still reaiaiu anil form the 
most important and grenilio^e ^vrmposition of the fifteenth eeuLury.

EARLY COPIES OP ANCIENT WALL-PAINTINGS IN ROME—InarCCent 
number of the HVAR (1^95^ pp, IfsF^—P hufes^oh L.^xriAXt has an 
artide eutitlc^l Lt Pittiintc Crt/jiitirutti Pofnanarnm. It is the 

result of his studies of the ancient material atiil im.Nlitcd r^^nJiiig the 
early drawings and reproductiang of auLient ]kaitititigs in Rome. He 
Starts with tile study of the manuscript in the Corgini pakce which 
formerly belonged to the < lorsini library and besirs tiie title Di^jm di 
•pUtufc (ititivhf.. It cotisigts of 169 sheets which con bun ilrawings from 
the hand of the w elbknowri dtisigner Gaetano Piccini, wLo w orked 
during the course of theyeyenteenth century^ and executed this scries 
of drawings tbr Uie weU-known antiquarian Ficoroni. The drawings 
in this volume are ahui>3t dupJicatol in those made also by Piceini 
and now in the Topham collection at Eton. Starting from tliij^ begin¬ 
ning he gives a catalogue of seventeen manuscripts, with drawiugg of 
fregcoEs^ tnogaics, and pavementa. made abciost all of them for or by 
Pietro Saute Eartoli and Franceaco Bartoli hia son. They reproduce 
a large pari of the manuEw;ripts diseoveretl in Rome from the middle 
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of the seTenteedth to the early part of the aeit cevitury. The principal 
colleethms which he mentious are tho magniflcent Bartoli-t'uylHS 
volume in the Hii>{i<>thi<pte XatiojuiUiD Paris, the Victoria lunniiscTiptd 
at Windsor, and the Topham collection at Eton, Although Lanciani’s 
work is rendereil extra til dy difflcttll frotu the falge nttribiition of a

DESIGNS FOR THE DECORATION OF THE UOGGIA OF THE VATICAN, 
—In the Gattenus collection of the Louvre .tiiflKjaie so me-five designs 
covering both sides of two plates and the face of a third, deaigmteirl 
(under the numbers 1533-1557 of tho ea-talogue) as copia of HaijliuePa 
arabesques from the I-<oggia of the Vatican, Eliminating the nlfove 
ntimlier 1533 (w'hicb in reality is not from the Loggia and is conae- 
quently exclude*) from this study), it is believed that it can be estab¬ 
lished (1) that tho four utliers are not copies imt originals; (2) that 
their execution is not pisierior to that of the Loggia, but that they 
served as model>i to the artists, wdio under the JirtM.‘Liou of Raphael 
executed the famous decoration of the Vatican. This pttint cstali- 
lishcd, we shall thrthrr attempt to show tliat The rUtribution to Perino 
del V’aga is highly improbable.

That the author of the model of aTiil>csi|UCS should modify in tftc 
exe^!tltlon certain details ol the sketelies is very uatumi ; but it is 
much less natural that the copyist who has shown great care in his 
notes to repruilnee the amaUest pecnlinrities of the original should 
take Uoenees which w'onld i[iLke too long to relate. 

\Vc know that tlic texts c^tahlish the fact chat Raphael and Gio* 
Tfluni da Udine were the aiithorp of these arahcsiiues. Fieri no is 
nowhere liientiooed, and tlje same texts give us hi undenitand that 
Raphael had only the gcnfa:Ql charge of the works^ while Ginvanm da 
Undine was eGeotufllly in charge. Vasari oven praises Giinaniii for 
the design, coloring and InvcrtUmi of these ornaments Tht^se texts 
tnahle Us to recognize in Giovanni the only possible author, for the 
sketches in tlic Ijjuvre eannot be attrihuteil to Haphneh If any one 
should suggest that Pierino ilel Vagu when working at the ^"at^can 
might have taken Giovanni’s place in certain portions of his taak, we 
may rejily that these sketches correspond to a considerable portion of 
tho I^iiggia, and if we put the execution of the T^jggia as late as lol7t

SUSA. —A gentleman of Susa in rebnililing hie house has been 
forlQtialH enough to disco^^er tntcrelating frescoes of the xiv century. 
They ref^rcaent the Massacre of the lnncn’’ent^, the Kntnmce of Christ 
iiUo Jeru!:^alcm, and the hchcading nf St. Jolui the Baptist The same 
neighIxirhoLNi has furnislied mural paiulitigH of the xiv and xvi ceu- 
ttiriea.

VICENZA. — DISCOVERV OF EAftLV CHRISTIAN MOSAICS.— M. 
Ger?vac.:si wriles frotn Italy to tlie RAC (13y&. pp. 35, 3 Ij)l The city of 
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Vicenza, honors two marti’w, SS, Fclis and rortimntus. The ehnreh 
wbioh is consecrated to thom hasheen several times niade over, but 
tlie essential portions of tlie construction belong to the xn centurr, iis 
can be seen from several iDSCiiptions of the time. A few months ago 
it was necessary to raise some bag-stones from the Hoot an J to make 
some lioles in order to erect a seabbldiug. This work brought (o 
light some niosaie fragiuents; the discovery led to the ttap-atones being 
luken up over a stirfat'e of nliout 4h sq. ni, and a great miuble mosaic, 
in get eouipartmcntH, was uncovered at a depth varying, according to 
the position, from (>.<40ni. to 1,45m, l*elow the pTraent pavement The 
mosaic, the whole surface of which is not uncovered, ig purely orna¬ 
mental and consists of geometric figures, torsades, Solomon s seals, 
crosses witli eqnai arms, stara, roses, dc., etc., which do not uflet any 
particular characteristies. 

The interest of the diacovery consists in tbo inscriptions. The fol¬ 
lowing are tlio five wliicli have been thus far noted :

It is due to -Miss 1‘orry to hhv that she fleairetl to lay no stresB 
on what seemed to her the fair probability of the use of this Greek 
foot and cubit in the ouiisfriictiou ol' tlie Athena Parthenoa. Her 
use of it, ar(pttt*cnii ctiuaa, is traceable maltily to its having fur¬ 
nished the basis of Profesaor Rhonsopouhis’ ealciiktions. The 
theory that the sciil[jtor of the Athena l*iirtheiios wiui enough of 
nn architect be governed, in a measure, by hb yardstick baa, 
in my o] pinion, Ijeen carried by her proportiouul cakulaticms to a 
degree of logical certainty winch subsequent proof of its hnving 
been cut lUid markeil acetirding tu this or tlmt jparticular Greek 
cubit and foot and dactyl will in no mso invulidiitc. 

A minor non-eoncurrence on the part of Dr. Dorpfdd relates to 
the t*;st of Puiifliiniaa when he states the dimensions of tbe temple 
of Zeus to be 2M by 35 feet (v. 10): “He probably notes tbe 
tmmbera ivhieh the guides at Olympia gave in Homan feet. Ub 
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LreadtL-nieiit^ure of 95 ft!ot = 2S,12 m. is Imt IHtle wider tTiuntlie 
breadth of the fttjlol iate mons ii oi« tlie apitc r Ktep (27.tJG m,). li 
hiiiilly he i^ves the leugth us 280 feet=G8.08 iii. (really 84.12 m.) 
the only expluDiitiou is that he iiiehidod the nvtiip oi» the east fixjiit 
of the temple ” (Er^ebtiiast' p. 19). The exphiimtion is not alto¬ 
gether satislhctory; tVjr, adding the 13*19 m. of ramp to the G4.12 
m. ( = 200 OhTEpk feet), we get 77,22 m., which is over 240 
OlvmpiaK and over 2f!0 (.Tripeo-TEonmn feet, lu any case, tlie 
Greek truvelltr's or hie infnniiant’s lininan iacli nation to magaily 
the true dinieu^ions a triHe, hy incluiliiig luerubers that might 
Lave been loft out or othcrwiise, is substiuitiuted.

He was fulty abreast wrilh the moat advaneed 
methods and reaairchcs; and of the many problems, largo and moall, 
that (imsc from day ta day to bloek iidvaxico, lie solved Ids full alisro 
in the rmmfifoUB essays and atticUw ibat bnve appeanJ above hia 
nani& That saiiio spirit oF projjretis, of wide-awake keeping tip with 
the times, ia ntost patent in the vsriouH editions of his <!aiehkhte 
tier ffrifchMitn FianHk. The first edition apjrtJiiretl In 1857 h 5!^, tbo 
second in 1S70. the third in ISSd, and llie fourth in liSM3-94, each 
aucceeiiing edition beiug an Entirely iliil'ereiit book from the one ihsii 
preceded it And one who bad uatsl tlia first and wjis Bmldcnly intro¬ 
duced to tiia fourth would aearccly recoginie il aa the same thinjf, 
scarcely even in nature and scojw. For the tirrt was made, as tlie 
title page declares, Jiif Aliiuitfir nwi KvjU‘tfri'awle; the fonrtli (uud so 
also the third) bae more the atninp of purely aeientific purfiose.

Overbeck haa lived and Libored and tiioglit in a day tliati hiir 
dignifieatiee and reaults, the scieij{?e of archaeology may never see Li^alu. 
The beieiiee id Iml little mure than n century old, and the la?t forty 
yeary huve tieen U stridr forward from Itifzrniy to inatnrily; In that 
[H-rioil it has, in wvery iiepartment, been cistalilisbed \i[Mm new founda¬ 
tions, Etiid new sources have been 0|>enedA>f which \S'inckelninnn never 
dminied. In that period of forty years tall (besides many others of 
imfrtJrtaJsee) the exuavationij at Olympia, Ptirgamijn, tlie Athenian 
ncrupoUa, Oelplil, and in the Mauds of the Aegean; which placed 
at the world's diapCdAl mater'ud Ihwi e?cceoded every tiling prcvioicdy 
known. His nature pecmllarly fltted him to take lIies iiiAba of newly 
dirtCi>vLreil material sinU work it into the cotinei>toi Idatorj zia it had 
already been ekctcheiL No stK->ncr were tliaeoveries maiJe than tho

Ilia good work wuia, how^ever, tiot cotifinetl to his loptuns and hm 
hooka. One uf the principal ubjecta uf hia care and alTectioii was the 
Cniversily Muoeuiii of Pla-^tcr Coj^tan Wlicn ho went to Leiijzig, there 
was scarcely a coist in the whole Augudteum. Under his fostering cato 
it grew to be one of the lieat of ila kind—not in the number of pieces 
it contained^ but both in its selection and in its aiTangement a model 
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far the porjiustti of inatriiction (^nd Btiidj of the htistory of Cjrepk and 
Homan ?pulpturc. When 1 wjis last Trith him the greatest burden 
upon lii& Hout was the const ruction of the new muHeuin building; and 
ihe labor of fleeing that through ami then traiisplanMirf? theoldool- 
Iratiun into \\b new i[Uarterfl may ba^e had nut a little to da with 
hagtcning the end of hit* lire. 

While he worked with jf^aJnus love kf hie own department^ he was 
a man of broad eympathh's and an inteiiflely pldlunthTopie heiurl. 
He i^larih^] nht y tor Llie profit of coming ^nncnitione. The best apprth 
Tinted aoeoTiiinoiiiitions tn the iflu^ient world in Leipzig are the 
ereationfl of Overl>eck. He fonndeil the University Reading-room 
(die akadcmijtf^hf in which nny student who is willing to 

jiay three marks nsemcater ibr theprinlegu may have imJoeiiiate access 
to npw'aMs of journals, inirludLug the best dailies, weekly^ 

monlldy and qiiiirtedy magazines, of science attd liellesdettrHfl. The 
fees all go tisw'ard the parchase of journalfl, and^ as the nienihership b 
uflually very large, the advantages of this institution enn easily he 
appreciated. Another of liis measures of pure philanthropy was the 
esiabliifihiDent of the Kmntoiai^ d*r Sfudf^ntm. The payment nf a 
mark ution matricuiatTon afi^^nrea any student of medical care, in case 
of neal, throughout his dine of study. He w'as also iustrumental iu 
providinif for the pensioning of the anbordiniite officers and officials 
of the uni verity, as proh'issors' penelous had already been asanred. 

The Royal Archieologioal S?eminary is alsohis creation, and through 
his efibrtfl it ns long ago aj 1S74, miidc a state institution, the eix 
regular membcT?! of which are encouraged to good w'ork by receiving 
each semester a ^lehnitc stipend froiij the state trciisiiry and whatever 
prizes their virtues may secure UeeiilcR

for the history of later art, aud^ to those who knew and lovefl him, 
more.

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MOTES rPOM CORINTH. 


EXCAVATIONS BY THE AMERICAN SCHOOL iN ISSB-BS- FlofcifflOr 
lluKCH B. Rii;hahdh*>Sx <lif«rtorcf the iScbool, wrote from Corinth to 
the iMlffundfut of July concerning the excavation: “ Witliiu the 

last week we have iii3tt>VCTed the theatre. By taking the old temido 
toj OUT guide, in tlie tHslief that it was the one witain landujark of the 
■old city, we have been able to Lwate with contfiderahle prohnbiltty the 
otfora ill ib? immediate vii'inily^and give u reasonable name to the old 
temple j but more thrm all to BoJ the thretre. An hypothreis which 
we may prove in uome siibbefincnt year is, that the vencniblo min 
above referred to Is the temple of Apollo, which esbtcil in the timeof 
Periunder, and was probably the principal letnplcof the city, since be 
-made his allies swear fealty lo him in that temple. 

Dlecovenj of the Theatre,— In the edge of the terrace on which the 
temple stands, and about a hundred rods to tho west of it, wiu; a small 
reentrant curve. Beginning well hack in the lower tetmec we mn a 
deep, broad trench directly up into the hollow. It hud to Ik? about 
twenty feet b«iad at hist, in order to reach tlie ronuLsite depth, and be 
broatl enough to reveal anything at the hottoni. After many days of 
eitrryiiig up the earth in baskets, wc hnd a fine-looking IreTich, Ona 
evening we stiw, at the upper end of our trench, aevcml stones iirrenged 
like Stepp, Tim next morning we found, at tlie lower eml of tho 
trench, other stones similarly aminged, hut running obliquely aJ-ToSfl 
tho trench, at an iinglc with the firat liue| and iho theiitrc was found. 
We then dug other treuchcB in varloua parts of the capen and found 
other linca of Htones, which wore, to be sure, not ■seals, but the founda¬ 
tions for seats, and severai portions of flights of steps much worn by 
feet, all these rows ppresiding out, like tlie sticks of a fim, as they pro¬ 
ceeded upward. The theatre is there ; hut most of it lies under ten or 
fifteen feet of earth,' 

ATrimc TerratuUn /iVpxrtrtOt —" T p at tho top of the farm of this 
theatre wc have found a baaketfnl uf very archaic terracotta figurines 
of human shopea, iiioatly female, and many imimals, mostly homes. 
These are probably afiutAfPinln from a neighboring temple, binca 
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PaiKMLTiin9 mentiona n temple of Athena ndjaeent tn the tboatre and a 
temple of Zeus above the theatre, we need not go far to seek for tlnso; 
the ancient ^'mnasiuui, ubo, ie not far off. 

Greek Vits&i (f)id Hovian /astTiplionji.-—‘‘Although oor tnenehes have 
Ciiled to yield coiispicuoualy fine flonlpture or a (^oo^i Greek inscrip¬ 
tion, they have given ns tuany intereatini' Itamnn inacriptions and a 
great mimy vase-fragnieuUi, some of them old Goriiilliian. of great Inter¬ 
est. Perhaps the most interesting find was a firohistoric grave with 
contents consisting of eonie twenty vases of the olde^l (ireck typo, 
nnpninted, but of very interesting fijrius. 

5(«tuur3/ orfd ArchUeetnral .t/mArra.—“ f>f statuary the Vs'.st piece is a 
group t:om]»o9ed of a youtitful Dionysos with a Nymph on one side 
and Pan on the other. Only the latter has a head at ill reiimining, l.iut 
the forms are good, tn one of nur etirlj* trenuhes we found thirtv-five 
fragments of Ionic e-oluiiins from five to eight feel in length. Theae 
aro not very inr from the therttro. In some cases we fiiund Doric eol- 
nimis—protruding from the gtound with moat inviting look, upright, 
as if they were i»at(u —-to bet 7 Hart/nJ(n', resting u]ioii uotJiing hnt earth. 
But vase-fragments have given ns, in one place and another, the sure 
t^imony that we were in the right place in our search for Old Corinth. 

“ We have unco vered several houses. I n one ttf t liese was a fi no fl oor 
And walD of good, stucco, \Ve put tlie house down as belonging to 
the Corinth of the time of Paul.*’

Though all the royal monuinenta go hy agreement to Cairo, yet 
lber<‘ is an encou raging am mint of material to crmie to England, which 
will probably be eshihiteil at L'niversity t;olh.-ge in duly. The good 
results thus olitained in history by tbe recovery of these tcuipk-s, and 
wytmally by the great inseriplion of Mer«iptah,jiboiild encourtigo the 
public to forward such enter prise, asp ei-i ally when directed to sttiflU 
sites of hilllortniH’C like those worked tliia year. The wViok cost of 
these discoveries is under a tlionsaiid ] iniiiids, whicli will he mostly 
covered by tlie value of tl lO objects seturofl for our muaeums. I hop® 
to see the'liescan-b Account cnableil this year to extend its work by 
taking up some of the students now waiting to bud scope for such 
Libours, 

I should ailil that, partly assisted by Llic lliwearch Account, Miss 
Paget lUid Miss Piric have iiiadea full-sined facsimile of the hn^i'Ttartl 
toinli of Puih'holep at Stikkara, beside copies of ]'ar«s of the toml ie of 
Mera and Tii, wbii-h show the gtnnea sliuilar to those of Ptnh-botop, 
Miss Pirio Inis also been copying pain lings and sculiitures from the 
excavalioue, whicli coubl not he Itrougiit to England. There is a wide 
field for accurate copyiHts in securing the know ledge of the paiutingB,

rated with piuntmgs the preserratiou of which is wiiolly exceptional, 

t'erluin Cypriote terracottas have iiln'ady bnuigiit out the imjiorlant 

part iilayetl by the use of color in the pre^iaration of the staturttea 
which are depoeited within the tombs. The new discovery of P, 
Delattrc confirms theae observations in a strikiiig uianner. Many 
Pht^niciau ligurities still jiresetvc evident traces of the colors with 
which they have l>eeii enriched, baton the greater part oi those which 
have come down to ua these traces of color are etiai-ed nr ore merely 
preserved in all indefinite way. On I bo contrary the new figurines 
from Carthage have preseiwed a remarkable brilliancy of coloring and 
Ireahnoas. All the details rapidly drawn liy the ficneil of the work¬ 
men are clearly visible. We can understand, iu exarainiug these 
photographs, wfiy the niudelling «f analogous figures coming from 
Cyprus or from the coast of Syria is always inriicated in s<j slight n. 
manner and often Limes entirely iusuHicicnlly, The light hand of llte 
wnrktiiati BUppUea this defect in the modelling by touches of brilliant 
color. The borders of the vestment are indicated l»y very clearly 
paintiMl bands. It is ovidcnl tliat the d rap cry oiiens in front, and Iu 
held BTOUnd the waist hy a girdle of which the two extcmitics end in 
long fringes. The two fi>inn|ei whose loll arm is brouglil up to the 
chest appear to simtaiii with tlieir hands a rich clmin-necklace painted 
around the neck which, falling to the lower part of the cht^t, ends in 
a reverse crtaccnl. This nex:klat^e (hnnnm} occupies more than a third 
of the total ]ieight of llio figurine. The uutij/i, or mystical «ye of 
Osiris, is painted on each of the hreoBts of the two [ignrinfs. All the 
fine lines of this decoration arc in block, and all the broad lines and 
touches ar*.' in red.

WHO WERE THE HiTTSTES-—" iJiaeaveries in Asia Minor, l^]|;y|ir and 
Babvtonia in recent yearg have furniaheJ tlie undoubted evidence that, 
the Hittites were for many decades ppowcrful hictoi’a hi the political 
ups-and-tlowns^ of Western A^is. As lone as n do?.cii years a^zo Dr, 
Schliianann found, on the aiicieiU site of Troy, curious monuments 
and vBSca the stylo of which w^as neither Greek iior EgyptauL They 
have sintie been shown to ho IIit!he. R(?cently dEicipbertMl hiem- 
glypbicB have also brought new evldcnco- Vet the whnb matter htis 
been under controversyj, the cuneiform inscriptions claimed for the 
Hittik* people being interpreted dilFafendy by UilTereiiL aeliolars. 

Recently the whole matter has been diEiimftsed Unxjk and forth by 
scholars of diilbreut nations. An Italian Jesuit Gesare de Cara, has 
published a work of mre scholarship, eiititleLi “Gli !lethei-Pelosp,Hhe 
very title of which indicates the new theory projH^sed.

BdClNZE STATUE OF A VICTOR IN THE PVTMIAN GAMES.— While the 
workmen were tleuriug a. ij[jaee of ground Erituated between tlie theatre 
and a Byzantine einbaiiknieiiLwall alongside the aacred roftd^ they 
atraek on antique eewer, tlirough which ivas carried the rain-water 
from the theatre^s area. The eseAvation was carried below the eewer 
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levels and duUdetily the worknitii dlstidTered jit the bottom of a dWh 
a ])ran 2 e statue, or rather htk!i‘ of a statue uulj^ for the head and totao 
were missinir. On rKsuminij work, they found a base which servetl lls 
a support to the bare feet: then a wonderlully well-pr<seni'ed bust, 
whose head had even kept inUiet its Inuiiiioua eyes of enamel; then 
an arm and hand, whose finjfers were hohling Teina of metal. Thev 
had found the statue of one of the victors oi' the Olympic game; a 
ohariot'diiver, who had been represented on the esplanade of ilic 
temple, with the quaniriga which gave him victory. For one tfioiiioni 
they hope<l to find near tlse [Jriver the chariot and the hitraea aleo. 
The soil was dug carefully for a. week or so, hut only some mutilated 
p/#6ntf were brought to light-a pole with the ends of the reins still 
attached, two horses If^e of admirnhly fluLihed workmansh]{>, and 
setae shapeless jdecea which very likely beli>ngcd to thech-iriot 
When the Imse was cleared and tljurou^rhly esamhieil an i use rip tin rt 
much erased and defacei.t wiia discovered. It sliowcnl tlial the statue 
was a votive offering to the divinity by a eitlaieti luitncil Polyzatos, or 
Polysoloa, in order to glorify a victor, whose name could mrt he read, 
and was only rejjresentcd Ipv the terminatiuii *'r>»a" J’he statue is of 
an intennediarv style, hetweeu the epoeh ol Aigina and ihaiofPhtridias. 
This leads M. Iloiuotlc to suppose thul the victor might he Hieron of 
Syracuse, wljile this beautiful bronze coultl k* tlie work of the Argive 
Ageladas, of wlumi Pheidias and Polyklcitos were pupils. 

Tlie director of tiie excavattons has presentH.-d m ihe AWL the 
pliolographs of tins uniquH- piece. They give an htea of the high 
(wtistlir value of the dincowry, and justify the enthnsiiiaiii tliftt the 
hnd has created. It is the lirst time that the excavations ntade at 
diflerent poiny of the Hellenic territory Ilave hmught to light a whole 
bronze statue, and hardly anotiier spoTiiNeii exi.^ts, particularly of that 
perioil, w'bich exliibils such a Tiubtc eoni.'eptifjn of art, 

The slitue measure u. little less than six fL>et ami rej,resents a 
beardless youth with a stmight Grecian hose and full rounded 
lips half open us for a sfuile. The chin is round aud energetic. The 
Jiair Is somewhat siiniiuarily treultsl, iiut Ibrms unml] light curia on 
the iiuikt. while some other hnliH [in the tctiiplt^ extend down the 
cheeks. A bandelet, forming a diaiiein, holds the hair in place. The 
tnsL-k, young, juvenile and rouiiilly sha|jeii, Lh (irndv attached to the 
.shcmldcra, which ora sloping but jaiwerful. Tiie btKly is „fect, hut 
slightly Item backward, and is dressed iu u straight tunic, of which 
the large folds, Jmld by a narrow l.elt, 1‘all without rigidity down to 
tfjc ankles The arms arc close to the body and half covered l^v 
pleateil sleeves, which end ut the elijow, letting the forcirm which is 
bent, ramarn free Ut hold the rains. The legs ore straight 'and dose 
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tog^tlier, hut tlie feat, while jiriiiiug at the heels, are slightly uji^L at 
the toea. trantl’^ and feet are aeeurately finished. 

The luecliantcal Tre 4 itTn<^Tit nf the Btiitue lieaervtfB speidal aotiee. It 
w'fks eaat in funr pitit:e&—Uie two arina, the husjt with the tivn n-leevea 
and t ])0 head^ the 1^3^ aiid the luwer part of the body from tlie helL 
The artist aelechxl the p^aTita of junctioii with special care. Tlie two 
Jar^geet [iieeea were above the helt^ under the overhanging tunic. 

The aynis. were adjuBteJ in a fiiuuLar way under the sleeve^!. The 
Greek artist gavp minute attention to the study of all those details 
which are often overlooked in making a hninze statue in these days. 
iM[>gt of the time the aeulptor of ti>day, after making the plaster 
nioili'l of his statue, leaves to the bronztH^aster the care of oil the 
niecbauieal details of its execution. The model is divided into 
pieces, the points of junction of which arc selected for the convenience 
of the artisans w^ho ]iave to cast it. and with an absolute disregard of 
auy artistic coiisideralion. The tirc^-k sculptor was at the same time 
a bronze-caster anil marble-cutler whi> knew, i^eail](fs the refinements 
of liis« art, al! it^ technical details^ and tru^tei.1 to nnlhjdy Imt himself 
the aemmplishiiient of his conception. This is the secret of the strong 
individuaJity of the works Greek artists have left.—_V, 1'June

In reply to objections from Mr. Krneat Ganiner ana 
othcra, Mr, Capps now suggests that it may have l>wn usal for the 
iwoeesiaions of priests, pul die ofliciids, rff,, who entered the theatre at 
festivals after tlie sucrifiee at the altar. The ordinary entrance of the 
ehonis. Sis of the actore, he thinks must have iieen through doors Lti 
the ptratioi, some of which win still ha traced.

“Soon after the discovery of this theatre, Mr. EmesL Gunioer urged 
against Dr. Pnrpfeld^a theory the foot tliat here the top uf the pro- 
tceniujii was level with the drssssLng-rooms; it was absurd, ho said, to 
suppose that bnekiiied and padded actors wore compelled to descend 
tlio steep steps at the rear of thcMmo, and to passthrough thevauUpl 
passage, in order to reach tlieir station below in the orchestra.

It is probably of the fourth 
or the third ceutury belorp ClirLit, There can be no dtiu}>t of ltd 
purijose. A niore suitable turrungenient for the apparition of the 
Ghost I>t Darius in tlie /Wans of Aigehylos, for example, eonld 
flearccly have been devised. Seholare liavs tong maintiiined that 
such a tunnel must Lave existed in tlie Greek theatre, and have pnjr 
dieted Its discovery. It Las been found in four tlicatree since its 
discovery at Kret^ but unibrtuiiatciy in no other place in a iiood 
state of preservation.

Here were more or less continuoua walls of 
tincen,!entd I msisoiiry^ and many foundations of prinaitive lioua^, 
while the fragments of pottery Tvhkh atrewcfl tlic ground Bliowed that, 
the settlement had livcKl into the archaic Greek pnrifsi. About half- 
nn-fmurV cliiuh above this, near a windy gap. marked hy some ruinous 
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milts, IB a knoll t-alU^ Papuanm, o^'erlooking! la the we^t the 
whole lowland ili^^triet of P&lcadu and ivhut was onJ!e the civie terri¬ 
tory of r^ylios- Here are abLindniiti traecs of a votive cult^ ’ivrt^eh 
Heenia lo have cotilinueJ an broken from earlv Myt^enaean to late 
Hellenic thnee. The ground was strewn with fra laments uf ternieotta 
some of whidj, helLHi^n^ to the fourtb arnl tlfth eenturit-s im:,. 
had l:K'r?n recently ilir^overeil in tbe^ renmintf of a clay chest. From 
this ri|jotn tc^ther with awlmpde, owMike femulp, of Terrai-otta—BUeb 
as wouJil hn^edebfihtfd Sclilieiniinn — I prornrc-il a liran^e .\Lyceniiean 
hgure of n man witli IiIb arms folded over hiB l^resist, an^l some frag¬ 
ments of email clay reliefi^ belont;ing to the arrdKiic and tnuifciltonal 
perifMlB Greek art, rojjrvtientiiig a type of Attieini with a curiivosly 
ltcbIihI head-gear and a Kmn'fjtmplt^m of F^is-llke j>tMe. Hard bv waa 
n Myi'cnacmi tholoa-Lomb, inmcd Into n ^he|.-iherd'3 shelter. On the 
height aljove, rallefJ Ki>prwita, about hnJf^an-bour'B Llinib above 
Papoum, ] fnnnd the remaiaa of a primeval akrojmiiH. Its principal 
building coiisiBteil of twomftTnvvr side I'V ^>ide, of huge blocks in rudely 
bor];^oiilal layers—one one Tileaiurhsg two metre* in lengthy Oilil m, 
in heiiiht, and nn in depth.

VALLEY OF ^VRO, A MYCENAEAN CENTRE —'■ I olll not here delay 
cner the ptimevnl .and Hellenic remains Kteia, Itunos. and Fra isos* 
on which much new light has l.ieen thrown by the researches of the Ital¬ 
ian arv-hBeologbt, I>r. MariatiL Among the limestone ranges between 
the site of Ikaiaos and the Lil>yau !rea 1 attacked a more unexplored 
region. The u[daiid valley of Zyro was evidently an iniportunt centre 
of Mycenaean habitation. At the southeast corner of the plain I found 
a group of prehistoric jihmima, ou Uie Unialtfl plan, the best-preserved 
bearing the name l-^Tgales j ami in a glen above, known from its two 
pools as 'trra Aifu^ia, the same phenomenon repeatetl itself. One of 
thepAfOuj-dfl .it thiaspot (called from n now noii-exisncnt wuofi '<rTsS.itro) 
may lasit be deserili^, like some others of tlic class, as an akrtvpolis iu 
embryo; and here was found an interesting jasper seal w'jth pkto- 
graphic script, alreaiiy referred to aii presenting some Hlttitenfliuitle^. 

** 1 he way to theooaai led through a stupendous ruck-ebastu, opening 
below a lieadliind known as KiLstri, the upper plaUsiu of which was 
girt on its nccessible sides by a wall of rough stones, whilo a lower of 
more carefully cxeciileil primitive masonry crowned its culm mating 
piiut. On the lower part uf the coast, to the east, lay the site of the 
Graico-Roman Ainpeloa, known, from the abundant fragments of pot¬

hills. The coinpamticely lute character of some of the njiiaonrv. a 
few fragments of Gneci.K-ltihman sculpture, and u Corinthian capUal in 
a Tiiined Byzunlitie church .show that the settlement cixntinuod into 
classical linn's, lint tlu" shfAoi with their efitrfnieii-puflsjiges or ilromoi 
excavated in the indurated eltiy ihf tlie hiHsidc wi n', :o< their contents 
showed, of good Myeenai'iui perioil. 

EGYPTIAN MOTtVES IN CRETAN-MYCENAEAN AftT —" Among other 
interi^tiTig tcHca Bcveriil jh'rfeet /nDiii^es iiaci hi:en obtained from tlicse 
XAolai, oiK'of whicli wilh of interest froru its [uiinted diisigniJ. Tho oblong 
chest itself WB* adorni.x! with irrt^mlar network |wittern, while the lid 
showeil a snetession of waterfowl, exec lilt'd Ln a rmstic style uf art. 
One of these holds :i worm in its beak, while Jiiiother is j^een darting 
lifter a IhUtterHy. A wiiterpiunl at en in trout of one hini hroadena 
out shghliy to a Hat top and suggests a degeneration, of tlie Egyptian 
lotos; the butterliy is of convent ional Egyptian form, ami tile motive 
of the iluek pursuing it clearly lietrays a reininisceni'e on the part of 
the local thvtaii artist of a familiar incident of the xviir-dynoaly \ile 
pieces.

" This ]>ictoria1 induence of xviii-dynkiaEy Kgypt on the Mycenaean 
population of coiitempordry Crete finds its counterpart in die far-eiir- 
lier l>orrowing fn>m the same source, ae seen in the apinil and other 
designs of the fiKist primitive class of Cretan aealstone?^ and in tho 
typical rorma of eteiitite vessels, such fts those found ao abundantly ia 
the iielghbnrhond of Ar%ri, which take us back to the third millcnniuni 
before nur i-ra and to the days of tlie xii dynsiflty. This accumulating 
evidence of early intercourse with the Nile Valley cannot certainly

Cniiim, Gutnurrini hail already [iieu- 
tioned it in the Sraei for lliVN) t p, I-tlO), allowing it to ta' prohahle that 
this hill had in tha Tnirlillo uptfS the [irimitivi- iiutiie of Tolle. The 
recent cxoavulionn brought to light two large welts, showing that after 
the deetfuclion of this town {whiL-h prohahJy took [ilace during the 
civil wara nt Mariun and tsullal a Koriian villiige was estalilif^iiLHt here 
in imperial tintea, tia wju* the caae iu so many other ]i]at'i'i3i throughout 
Italy. Primitive grotb^^is have been fouTtrl on the high banks of the

tbe tiieul. Each end ot ihLa band La formed into a ring or loap to 
receive one enal of the fi\U% probably of silk, whioL, paBahig tbrough 
tlie wearer’fl hair^ wevureil the ornament to her head. It is Greek work 
and ilateft froni the fourth eeiitury b.s;. It W'jia found at Stji. Eufemia 
del Golfo^ in the vicinity of MootEleune di Catabria. By the a^lme 
ftkili'ul hand iH a pendant having on one flide a Cupid slightly ein- 
tjossod and set with in a frame of the rno^t exquisite filigree. In 
addition to thi^ the depiirtriient htta iobtained several oblong plates of

In the fiTat 
platrcj it ifi |>robahlethiit for centuries Vicfore the Ren aiesimee there were 
local trjulitiims in rfigani to the vet^s^el or ve^^dL 1 l^ at the Itottoni of the 
Juke: traditil ing whielj w’ere kept alive hy occasional objects thr[}H'n up 
ON the surface or prietl uEF by the tisheriuen^s [letH. Rut the fir^it dcion- 
tiEie attempt to investigate I he truth of the legend was made under 
the ilircinion of tlie famous arcbittH-r of the Kcnaiseance, Leon Battista 
Alhortt, in 1441s. In this year Cardinal l^osper<.» Cokintia heard from 
the inbahitantd of Ncini that there were at tbEitspKjt two sunken ves- 
BL-ls ill fairly good comlitimi, altfiough pieces couhl be brought aw^ay 
by tl]e fisheriilell'a nets, wddeb were ollen i'aught in iheui, and by 
ro|nsa whiL-h were purposely let down to draw them up. It liccame 
the t^ardlnnl’s wish to raise the vesj^ids bodily, and he called for this 
|>urp€iseon Lcipn Battista AlthTti- Tills architect hound together miiny 
reswB of empty harreis, u|k>ii W'hieh he imilt nitts on which were 
placed divoi^^ machines.

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Ihe si*e, jMtaitinu tiud conditioti of tlie vcssek aod to iaston to them 
iron lKH>k 3 , Tbe attempt to raiso ono of the veaaela bv the prow 
eiided dieastrxiualy, but althoxi<jh iho veasel hroko, the pmiv itaelf was

A third futile attempt to raise tile vessel 
took jttace in 18:47, by AnnesiD Fusr'oni, who employed for tlie purple 
a large tafl. He sucoee^lcd in hriuging uji a great nniiiy objects tuid 
par^ of the veascl near the hanks, and it was his intention to get it 
up in piiices, but tliis piece of vaiidalism—fiir It cannot be regarded 
os anything else-was (lartially prevented by the theft of the appa¬ 
ratus during a siispi'npion uf work, and this preventiT’d its renewal, 
rhe ol jet'ts which were then brought h> the surface were preserved; 
rt jMirt was purchased for the Vatican Ifuseum and another piut 
became the jirojierly of Fusroni himself, and was preserved in one of 
the palaces of Prince Torloniu,

I p to die present there had been no jtroof that the object under 
the water was u vcBael rather llian a raft, Tlie theory of the raft had 
been at first ndopteil }>y Comm. Barnabei, bn{ be fotimt it uercssarv 
to cbfliipe his Opinion from the eridenee of the wood-work, which ren- 
soon clearly luiinted to the u&e of curr«l forms in the structure. 
Parts of the huli atid tlie prow wore found, and it w tis made possible 
by an esamiiuition of the pieces of wiXMl-work, to reftmstrnct the 
position of tite brooMi pilasters and tiic other part: of the decoration 
of the deck. At this point in i'onnii. UnrnateL's rejiort lie «[Uotcs in 
full the evidence -iven hy the architfct FrancKCu di Murolii of his 
□wn study of the vc^el. Tliis evidence is iniiKirtant, because until 
this time Di .Marchi was the only man who hud aludie<l tlie vessel 
under the water. In tiie whole of this account there is no doubt 
expressed t!iat this vessel was not in every sense of the word a vessel 
with a keel. The tlict lind been doubted until the present iiiv{sti»a- 
tioiis. In iLs pr®ent eouditiondhe vessel, in so far ns it is ahore Tho 
flurfnee of the bottom of the lake, is rotten, forinltss, and is best pre- 
son-t^ whero it is imbaided. It is quite decld«llv inclined, na its 
depth 18 seven (jietres at the poop and about fourteen metres at tha 
prow, AecordiiiK to the diver the prow enris in a curved line, while 
the ]jii 0 oftli 5 poop Is straight It meoflure:* more than sijctv metres 
tn lenjttb and more than eijjhtcen in width, and is lumcif withits pmw 
toward IhHake. Following an ingenious suggestion, ft oats wore iillached 
to the ogtliuea of the vessel helow, and by lueana of them tho osact 
form of tho vessel was shown upon the suriiice of the water. In 
. the illustffltioii of the vessel given in dgiira llJ of tlie ,SWu)i', wc see 
It niuored to a double dock on both sides, the bronze hoam-heads pro¬ 
jecting oii long beams over the e<lg 6 of the vessel and acn’iug with 
their rings to attach the vessel by chains to tho dock-piers, which 

arc surrounded hy lion-headed bronze beaiu-euds like the firat one 
medtioneil. 

The diver found that tlie vessel i.s {mmerffed in Lhreo stmhi; the

There- are some eircnnietances ivhifh may partly explain the error 
into wliieh Nihby fell n'heii he consiclered the objects h Ij leti licwl l.iecn 
found to be part of the foundations of a villa. It secina e^-islent tlial 
a ainnll dock wtis built out from the bonier uf the lake, in which tliis 
vessel could ride, being chained on both sides, as it is sapposeJ to be 
in the drawing of figure 19 of the Sc^ivi. Parts of the sul nstructure of tliis 
dock have evidently been fount I in the past, annl may liave led to 
Tiibbyk conception. In fact an exaiidiiation ofliie store-houses of tlie 
\atiean Museum disclosed the existence of u number of olijet-ts, 
especially heaiu^, which were found by Fuseoui in the iiivtsiJgationa 
to which we refer above. Here there are beams wliich evidently 
belonged to a dock; the only diHicnlly is that it now appears that 
Fusooni's investigatlous were at a point on the lake quite ditl'erent 
from that where this vessel lies. (if the existence of a dot-k there 
seems confiririution iu sevefitl pieces of bronze tiik'S with lcn<l lining 
usetl M water conduits- Two such fragiiients have been found recently 
with the inscription ; C CAESARIS- AVG GERMANICI-

Pisa,vfrjf oj a mcojof t>n Nuvemiter IS tiie diver left the 

first vessel and pissed southward lo discover whether a second ves¬ 
sel was submerged further out in the lakfc On the *ittth the diver 
reported the discovery of this veaael, which he said very large but 
wit lie lit tra^'09 of uiarhlca, niosuica or bronzes. Soon, hi^iwevcr, there 
was found a lironze beam-head with an outstretched huimiu hand and 
forearm in high relief of exquL^ite workmanship, Tf was still featened 
to a lotig pitMie of ita beam. A great quantity of lieauia and other parts 
of the wood-work were dmwn up, and also pieces of terracotta nntefixes, 
of porphyry and othurmartdes. In fine, it hccaiiie clear that this second 
veasel was constructed not only at the same tiiuo as the tinst, but in 
the same way and with approaching mogriificonee. It also ia covered 
with cloth over which lead slabs are nailed; it also has a mosaic 
pavement and bronze tiles, K is prubahle that only the difficultv of 
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working at tliwaeLond vtsHol fwhicL ia in ao much dwper wiiterj and 
the luteii^ of the aeaaon i>rei-enled ftirtJier diseftvtriea. 

Mjirine furtiiahod, iit this j>oint, n ekilied divor. 
This diver made an interesting rpfiort to the miniatrv of Marine ifiv- 
ing luoni exact njcasuremcnla and deacriplions of the form and str^uc- 
ture.

NEW DISCOVERIES IN THE AREA OF THE TEMPLE OF DIANA -The 
most recent eacavationa during Ififlo witliiu iho area of the temple of 
Diana at .Nemi were mtule at the south corner of the oreii near the 
Bubstructure toward the lake. Beyond the three hriek walls which 
have already bei:ii meiitioneil, were found other w alls perj>eLiHiculur 
to the substructure of the aaen.l area forming rooms of rectangular 
shape which had been anciently,,les]«>i led of their Architectural decora¬ 
tion iind the revctineijt of their walls and i^tvcnienLs. A Jarr^e fime- 
with remains ofashta and charcoa], found a short w av off, explains

The tifih is of ovoidLil foren and in itn |>resent eondilion, with 
tlie top bfi^ken cifi‘ [iieujiiircfi centimetres: it must have hatj a long 
narrow neck to which two Imndles vri^ attached which are al.'io 
broken. The baircUatlons here are jiIk^vc instead of below the band of 
meanders, and the body of the vase is covereil by a relief of twi> winged 
grifijEis (levDuriiig a stag, repimtii^i on both Bidee. Two more vases of 
exactly the same form Lnid (b'^sigii as the pre^.'cdiiig were founds vary¬ 
ing only in the subjeK-'t of the relief?: one of them repniraented two 
sntyn? with anns extended over a krater of wine, siiueesdng grnpo 
juice agiiiisst eaeli otlier’s fueeH, while the other is a race of children 
upon horsi^. Tn all tlicsa vaso? there is evident ImitatiDn of the 
ex4uisite silver vases with reliefs of the Alexanilrian sehooL The 
eighth vase has no deeamtlon. The only interfrting tourblen fouiid 
bcsiihs these vases were: (1) ^ large uiaj-blo head whicJi proljubiy 
Ixslonged to a colnssal statue i>f Diana j fii) the iJtaLueuf a nude youth, 
headless and without and the left ariii^ part of the right arrn 
remains attached to the chent in an iittitm.le which shows that this ia 
probably a replh a of the Fauo of PmxilelEa playing on the double 
pipe. Of the oLber sculptures tlic majority were in too frngmcntaTy 
R roniiltitiii tu Le recognizable. 

It ia iuiportjint to note tliAt tbia HniJiil ujid orttow L'biiri.'ibfir cor- 
respoiult'il to the fixin of tlie aiicreiJ uri'n,; here wiia foumj an cipeti- 
iiig w'hk'b plftccil tlie arm in coiinectimi with other Luiiriiugbf which 
were depcniiom'jtaJ of the tcTOple. Tiie vault of the portico with iMirt 
of the wall of the eubstrueture hiid ftlien at an early time, and in the 
.proeeas of covering up by earth had broken. 

JitHerijUiuH oj llatlr'uui.—lu tlie middle aud broken by the fall of the 
wall waji found a marble aliih which, being put together, gave llte fol¬ 
lowing hcmoniTy inscription to tie oiuperor Hadrian:

22ie) thill in that very yeiir, 132, the emperor Hadrian 
restored a part of the temple which had been built by one of the sons 
whom Phraates, Kiii“ of the Pnrtluaiis;, had sent aa hostage to AngUBtUE 
m the year 131 v. v, i)r IS a. r.

the iirea of the temple were flome pieces H'hicT^ have rocently been 
purohnBod for the Homuu imisenm: joitieii together they fom the 
lower i>art of a tile of gilt-bruii7.e, one of those winch were used to 
cover the arthitravu of the fii^jide of ttie kHc of the temple. It is 
mtereatiug to note that the ornamentatiou is the einct oounterpait of 
that of eiiuiliur terracotta tiles userl on tlie fe^jadc of the temple found 
at halerii .and belonging to the fourth eenturv ii. c. Other fraumenta of 
thk revetment of gilt-hronste tUes have been found anffidenr to show 
that tlie temple had a frieze of gilt-bruiizc of the tijime type as the 
earlier terraeotfci friezes, and that ihia frii^ze must have heeu of extra- 
onlimiry magnificence.

The cirenniHtnns'Sis of tho diseovery are given in the Scfiui for 1SB& 
(pp, 2i!7-15). The cllscfjvery took place in the property belonging to 
the De Frisco fsiniily iit a plate near Fisanella alxmt three kilonjetrea 
north of PotiipeLi. Ag a matter of fact, in 1876 excavatioua were made 
on the same ^pot bnt in a neighboring piece of property^ so that the 
new oxcavations merely brought to light a new part of the Villa Ktistica 
partly in the Pulzelln prnpertyj partly in the De Prisco, and partly 
under the public road called Setteteriiniii which leads to Boscore^iler 
These two excavations thererare, that of 1676 and that of 1895, eoui- 
plete one another. In the De iMsco family the slrueLurog iiiogt clearly 
recognised are those forming pfirt of the liatha of tho lilk, the most 
imiKirtaiit discovery being the apparatus for heating water^ which is 
in a periect slate of preservation.

ct^ntre of thiy part of Lhe uitacnmb and waa decumteil with [^amtingi, 
DiiiiiuiiiantLJ inai^rEiitionaand aeulptLiriil decomtionji—tliero waa fouud 
an irwriiption which is itityneidn^ for lU fomi and contciil. It reads:

hecii Covewnar of Sicily, The fourteenth gallery ha-s a lunette which 
contains one of tlie few paintings that have hean preserved in this 
catacomb" imineftiiitcly hclow the arch are tlowers^ mid in the hinelte 
the Virgin is scated^ facing the spectator, between two Sarge red circles 
within which are two monogramg. In the north section of the cata- 
comb there was found s little figure of a bull in alabagrer executed 
with great trutlifulness and akilL In the third gallery there was found 
an iuscription which W!:ig one of the most important ever found in any 
of tlie catacom1>s of S vmcuse;

The meaning is clejir; tliLslomh belonged to AUxauder and Hhodope, 
and it existed near the tomb of Bighop Keperlon^ and was Imught by 
liermione. This fact lias eoiisidorahle topographic itni>ortancet because 
the short galler^^ where tlie iuscripticiii wels found unities the second 
and third north galleries, and its east end is at a short distimce only 
from an imporhmt touih of eiii unknown pennon which was illuBtrated 
by Orgi m the ^^I'E for IWvi (pp. ‘2t>2—t).

The 
series of nioniimcntA to which the statuette heloiiga is well known. 
It is an Ajihroditv Anadyomene such aa Apehea ftainted in hia cel¬ 
ebrated pmnling at Koa. This was a fftsiLient theme in Hellenistic 
art! j.aintings, marbles^ LirqnxeSj terraLoltas, engraved stones repro¬ 
duced it. Bernoulli Im diatinguL=hed the varinnts and succifasive 
tranafi irmations.

It ia with ft tl-feliug of siidaess that I unilertjikc thia Report on 
the refieurches which 1 curried on in Crete during the yenra 1893 
and 1894 for the Archaeological InetUute of Ainerien. The man 
who was their principal promoter, my esteemed friend Profeasor 
Augnatus C. Merriam, has passed away without seeing the pnb* 
lication of their results. 1 cannot forget the enthnsiaam which 
he showed in the steps preparatory to the expedition, his ceuselesH 
care and anxiety in following its progroaa in the tnidst of ita 
gre&teat diffieultiea, the interest with which he examined the 
material, before it had been arranged, during the few weela that 
elapsed between my return iroin tlte islatid to Greece and his own 
ojiexpected death. He gave a lertoro on this subject in Janu- 
ftrv, 189o, before the American School at Athena, ua an intro* 
durtion to a series of leetnrea and studies on Cretan archaeology 
which he expected to give. It was his laj't lecture. *fo my 
revered colleague, who rests in the shadow of the Acropolis in 
violet-crowned Athena, 1 would like these pages tobe akstsalnte^ 
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and I dedicate tliem tu liis memory an u rrlbute ot‘ ev'erlasting' 
friendfiliiji.

fcSiatee. Proiessor ilerriam was one of tlie first to occupy himself 
witli the Great Iiiscriptinn of Gortjma; anotiier triend and col- 
leagiiis Protcasor Arthur L. Frotbiiighani, Jr.^ immediately after 
II piildkatioii by myeeli" and Pr, Oral, had again raken up, with 
nciv points of view, the illustration of the bronzes of the Cwtc of 
ZeuB on Mt. Ida. It wua llieii that tUo idea, ensrgested by Prof, 
rrotliinghain to the Council of the InBtitnte, wna first broached 
of its taking pint in tlie arehacologtviil exploratinn of the island and 
1 ‘ontinttiiig the successful I'eaearches begun tluTe liy the ItaiinTv 
govcrnnuuil through the iiiituitivc of Prolcssor t loin par etti, I 
eubmitfed a preliminary piiijtcl to the Council, at its fiicelijig in 
May, 1893, lifter couferenoes in Itoino w itli Protl FniThinghaiu. 
But it was only at the close of the summer of 18U3, at the time 
of iny second trip to America, tlmt the plnii took n ih^tinite form. 
In tfcptcniiiei', Air. Seth Losi , President of the lustitiite, otficiaily 
aniiouuceii to me the favorable decision of tlie Institute, and on 
A'oveml.ier 1 Ith I disoinlmvkad at Uiuidia reiiily to In-gin my work. 

The original iilaii, or nititcr a main part of it, wiis to onnilm-t 
n carapnign of explorations at Gortynu in tlic neighlKirhood of the 
f/yijra and the Koiiiau tlnjiitre, a site which the discoveries of the 
prcceiliug years bml designuted us the repository of the aticfent 
legal records of this imiiortunt city. It was itrcsiipfuiscil tliat 
the researches would last about six months. This project, how¬ 
ever, Uiitiugb unforedeeii ciroum8timccB,\vjisneces»nrily uLaoJoued 
And w-as replaced by a plan of explonition on a larger scale, l;ut 
less eonticeted with excavation, which covered ulniost two- 
thirds of the urcti fif the island, Irotn the horderhind of llcttirno 
uu far os the estrunie enii of Si tin; and this expilonitiou was con¬ 
tinued throiighont mi entire year, from November 11th, 1803, to 
November 25th, IflO-t,

I will sivare die reader o t us 
report the aeeoiiiU of the stormy negotiations wlurli I uas o'dig^' 
to wtrrv ou uml of the etrange events which uccomptmicd and fol¬ 
lowed them.hecause these things havenolhiiig to do with eeieiice 
and. funUennore, every <,ac has kwned well enongh from late 
events the character ot the Turkish adininbtmtiou and govern¬ 
ment in C rete. 1 should probahlv liuve had far Icsi, troiihle iii my 
work if the government of the United States had been tnlUng 
to iirovide, arihad asked, for the e^tiddishmeut of a consular 
representative in Candia. This was not done, and the [.laus of the 

Institute suffered in eonsequence. 

In view of these circnmstauccs, 1 thought tVie best decision was 
to give up ibr the moment any thought of excavarions on n largo 
ecalc. especially in a eentntl irfdnt wi contorted and desimhla aa 
Gortviia. 1 tliereforc put off to ii more propitious oceasiou any 
sneh’projccLs and decided to go to a distauco from the centre of 
intrigue ami to hegin at tirst a general Eurvey anil then a 
flcries of teutiitivc exciiviitious and apecial investigntions in the 
eastern half ami in the centre of the island. 1 never had reason 
to repent of this ilecision. lit-cnuse it resulted in numerous dis¬ 
coveries of various kiudf — epigraplneid, archaeological aud pre¬ 
historic—and especially dirl it lead in remote proviucts to the 
discovery' of nrrimii^irellemc strata, which gave uii important 
harvest of most origimtl terraeoltaft, and to the discovery of 
Mvccniieau necropoleis which, until that time, were a great Idank 
in Cretan archaeology and one of the first desiderata of our exido- 
Tfitioii. Even in this work the government tlid uot cense to annoy 
me, and 1 do not remember in the long coarse of ray researches 
in Crete to have ever passed through a year so a^tuted and full 
of difReultieB, The result has been almndant, notwithetaniling, 
and a considerahle share of the success is due to the personal

1 do not think it is necessary to describe here, in particular^ 
the itinerary of all the numernus excursions which 1 carried uti 
in all <Urcetionft over the island, e.Hpecrially sifter the opening of the^ 
due season and the coiniiig of llic long and elear .LEgeau days. 

I shall cotifine ni\’self to giving a brief noriee of the results of 
tlie III ore rliorougli research and exi avatious. whidj will be tlic 
subject of tin! nnkin articles in tny reiK>rt.

smsdl rectangidar square prirtially cut out of the rock- At mie of 
its eiids^ a little behov tlie prest-nl surfatre of tbe ground, were 
the remains of a kiiul of altiiv or platform in the open idr;, where 
the primitive rracsiaTis pcrriirined I heir saerliices in the midst of 
natural snrroundings of the severest and ifujBt primitivc tdmmeter» 
in the same way as the aucient pricstw Olympia sacriticed on 
the top ofMt. Cronion, or as the Cretans of Mt, Ida on the large 
rock cut mW tlie form of an altar in front of the entrance of the 
cave of ZtuiB, Arimitd the pbittoniij mingled with xi^hm and 
eharcoub were the rcniuina of bones of animals left over from 
ancient sacrificefij and with them a quantit\" of fragtiients of votivo 
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■oflbrin^ iK^on^ng ta nrdniic va&e^, to tt5rrslcotti.i tiguriDes—of 
a fitjk similar to the Cypriote — to bronze objected uiriong which 
were s^ome firoijULT hiiinile^ of tripods to those of the Ca%"e 

on Mt. Ida. 

Tlie aecond excaviition lirought to light a lurgt=^ mid varied 
quantity of pma/m or votive tEildets and terracotta figurines dadug 
from the aieluiic-G-reek period to ^rjiireihinmn timea. Side by 
aide with ecTtnin which iippeEir to have their origin in Etef> 
Crelmi art, we find a very beiiiitifu] plmx mth the figure of a 
Greek wariior dragging behind hiiu a woman evidently just made 
prisoners mmiy archivic hesnls of figurines of the Apollo type^ 
innnmenilde figurines of nude women of the so-ealled Annitis 
type^ and otl icr rsiilijectd. 

After the surprising discoveries of Mr. Arthur J. Evans in the 
field of p>re-Pboenieiiin writings the desire to contribute new 
material to the study of this iiiipfatant qnestii>]j led me to give 
the uiiiiil careful attention to tlic cut stones, seals and aiiiiilets 
which sire often found in the possession of jheaflants, CBpccially in 
the villages near ^Ivceiiaean aettleiiients. 1 snceeeded not only 
in getting together so me new specimens Ef> be added to Evans* 
serie;:, but also in discovering a loeidity ini|Hjrtaiit tor the 
productiitu of the small steatite stones in Crete, and in estab¬ 
lishing the fact—until now unnoriced^ — of the eontinnity iif one 
branch id tliis ludiistiy flown to the period of the archaic-Greek 
ulphabet and even tlirougli tlie period of Hellenism down tu the 
TlyKantine epoch. This centre, Larefidly explored by me in the 
course of two trips^ is the liiU of Uagliioa lliaa in tlie midst of 
a rid I Mvneniican teri'itory. 

One of tbc original project.'^ of the Institutet outside of the 
exca van fill in the in t-iortviiii, was tn e sea vote tile Ascle- 

pieioii of LeSicnsi, This work, Iiowcvcr, w^oidd have been an even 
ini-ire ditticult underfiLking than tiiat ut tiortynu uTiil under tho 
circumstances which htid novv to lie facedj was therefore linpo^ 
ail lie of iiccoinjilisium fit. lint it seemed most essential to me to 
make at least a minute exptoratlon gf tSic site on which arose one 
of the iiiotit importnut ami renowned timoug llie Asilepieions of 
tlie Greeks, atid one of the most frerjiienfcd sanctuaries of Crete. 
1 took as my lissoclate in this work my friend Lh. Antonio Tara- 
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melli, member of tbe Itnlisin Arrlmt^ologieal Beliool, who disem¬ 
barked during tbe summer at CaiidiEi with the luteiitioa of eurrj- 
iug on a senea of .studies ou tlie preliiitoric aEitiijuities of the 
island imd cspceiuliv on the tbrtiticationa oiid oth^r Mjeennean 
remains of eentnd Crete, We orgimized o regular canipaiga on 
the hill of Ledda, esrablishing onr tent near the small eonutry 
church of Hagldos Joaiiiiifi on the site which overlooked the rnins 
and the gnja, A he ran iicc urate examination of all die remains of 
the ancitmt city i^rill visible above groumh we drew up a jilan 
which, althongb jl siimmaiT ones fna}^ ^erve its a liasis tor oliiers 
who may wish, under better drcinnsfancrs, to attem]Nt tlic exca- 
v'fttion of thL= eite^ The result of our ohserv nthms^ however, was. to 
make it certain thin all, tir nearly nil, tbut is now visihle beloiig^i to 
the Roman jK?riod and that at this time most irai^ortantiEiiioviitioiifl 
and restoratiouB must have tukeu place which oblitenited nearly 
nil that had remained from ancient tiniL^ in the tem^de uiid its 
surrouiiding^Sn (Inr exEmiinadou tini^hed with a tentiitive exca¬ 
vation ^vithin the tcmpln itself which led to the discovery of a 
btiae of an malhana dedicated to Asclepioa l>y a oertain Xenion^ 
probably the same indiddi.ini niciitioneil in the inscription of 
Lchciia p Lib 1 idled by Bjiratt, 

Bomewhiit later^ while I w:ia engaged in otlicr h’Oi k, I charged 
Dr. Taraniclli witli sonic otlivr pieces of research for mCj and 
liail him excavate the pn^historir gr^ifty of Miainvu expilorc the 
grotto of Cknuares^ uncover the remains of a Tiiads of archaic 
pottery at I'lniestos tnid study the acropolis of Gortymi, He will 
eniilributo to iny report some papers in which ho will give an 
accnnnt of the results secLiii^il in tiie course of thin work, 

By the exploiiititjiii of the acropolin of Gortyjiu, the first stop 
hiLH been mmlc toward the study of the toikjgrapiky uf this great 
Cretan centre which ehould he cssiupleted without fail hy whoever 
-coiitilines work on this site. It is sad to see how diligeiitly the 
hand of man IniH been at work to destroy the iin[>osing veinnins 
-of thhi city, whicli may la? eidled Lise Rome -d' h-rcte. Any onO 
who will glance at the bir<lVeye pniiorama of thi> loi^ality made 
hy Toiinicfort in 1700 and will tlieii gav.c iitnjj the heights of the 
nersipolis on what now reiimine of these mins, cannot doh^s^ ihiin 
itsk himself if ten years hence^ with the process of pluiiting, of 
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cultivatioei, and thesysteiiiatic ^juthering up of anelont material for 
uew ooasttrnctious, anythinx of tLe aiiekut isity w ill stUl I'emaiti 
above ground. 

li at the eloae of the rtiimmer that 1 was fiTially abk to 
open ground tor the litist tinio on the site of this oity, St>nio 
peasuntu, seeking for anek-iit etouea for use in new eoustnictions, 
had ^usually brought to light, a tew nsonths before, some inscrip¬ 
tions. Uuided by this disui)Vei-y and Laving iimilo all neei.'SKsiry 
nrraiigenionrs with the owners, I uiulertuok two exeaTtitioiiB, 
One of which led to the discovery of the remains of a large 
Itysnintine liarilicii wliose walls still remallied iiliout six feet above 
the level of the ancient pavement ainl were built of stones belong¬ 
ing to more undent buildings und in part covt-red with iiisenp- 
tiojis. They formed a group of texts which begin in the archaic 
period and end in Ttomaii times and which eoinc, ua can |je easily 
imagined, Imh n tcniple all the walls of which were, like the 
Pvtbion, eovt red with laws and decrees. Among the material 
wbiL'Ii came to light Hbiving the course of the excavation, was a 
treuti' bettveen Gortynu and the city of Rliizeue, which is the 
most ancient aiming nil known treaties between Cretan cities; n 
fragment, also archaic, relating to mortgaging: a decree regulating 
the iiitrorlnctiou inul use of brcnixe coinage in Gortyna ; areiniirk- 
able decree of the comiiined cities of Gortyna and I’Lacstos ; uiul 
many iiisrrijdiiiits ot the ^lacedonisin and Homan jieriods consist¬ 
ing es|>eciiLlly of decrees of pro-veiiy. The other excavation gave 
less important results, but among tho texts that wwe found Wiis 
one relating to the Ireeiiig of slaves anti a fragment ttf an arclade 
ritual on eavritiees. 

Tlie inscriptions discovered in this excavation, and those which 
came to light, sotiiewhat later, in the work carried on l y the Syl- 
logos tiroiiml the Great Tiiscription, constitute the principal group 
wldeh T shall |•ub1ish, and to it T Bindl devote a special oHude. 
The other inseriptioiis wiH be divided into two chapter, one 
of which will l>c the opening paper of the Cretan series in this 
JOVKNAL. 


In the publication ot the purely archaeologicnl material, I shall 
be extremely brief, giring a report, as detailed uh possible, of tlic 
discovery itself and an exact deseriprion of the motiumonts, bat 
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Tcflvijig Ut others their illii^tratioii and dieeiissioD from the 
p<.hint. of Yiew of the liisttjrv of art, u^ order not to invade a field 
whicli is soiDe^vhut beyond my province. Whvn T sun obliged to 
outer tikis field ^ I slndl not do m with out kiiving consulted 
two of uiy friends p tiie arekaeologl&ta Dr, Liieio .Mariani nnd 
Dr. Lnigi Saviguoni, juho are both intimute wiib Crete and its 
UQtiquities. 

It was not only my exoavations and refitarohes which furnished 
me with arvliaeoUifgitml luateriid; tlie Miiaeiini oi the Syilogos of 
Candia, which lias been notably iricreaBed tluriiig die past tow 
years, coiitaius a quantity of olrjeet^, esspeciidly viiseh and sciilj.i- 
tnrea which were wordiy of illustratiou. Every day new muterial 
wan brought into It under my very eyes. The time which T wji.i 
obliged to on various ucciisiuns in the nityj eidier on aceount 
of the negotiatioQS during the first few n^onthsj or in the intervals 
between ^me excursion and the other, was spent, in great part, in 
making wtudicrt and photographs and in preparing the illustrations 
of the most notable unedited <kbjceJ^ of thb colleetiuu. Several pa¬ 
pers in this series are the result of such studies, and 1 believe they 
will be found to be uot the least interesting* Dr. Mariani and 
another IViend and eoUeague of mine,. I>r. Paolo Or^i, have kindly 
accepted my proposition to illustrate for the J aruNAi. some of these 
Tiionuments, and while the fir^t nitmed contributefi some articles 
on tUe Uouian sculptures of Gortyna, Dr. Ori^i bus contributed a 
note on the varies and fraguieutsof Cuossos, Anojiolis and PriniS-S 
and will contribute^ I hope* Home other articles to a later number. 

I will add a few words in rcgiinl to the material and teeliiiical 
side of the Reihcirt. The inscriptions are in great part reproduced 
in fkcsimilo, from photograph??^ which I took either directly from 
the isiscriptioiis or troni impresssions prepiared according to a 
special system with tlie assistance of Dr. Mariani and Dr, Savl- 
guoui. The photographs of non-cpigTaplnctil monuments have 
been partly contributed by Mr. Alden, ilr. TarmneUi and Mr, 
Cambanari of Cuudiu, while t!ie drawings, which serve to ilbin- 
trate the tirehaeologicftl material iliscttvered in the various excava¬ 
tions and researches^ have been exe<-uteil by the well-knowu artist 
hL Gillieron wliom T was commissioned by the Institute to call to 
Crete for this special puriiose* 1 wished to make tliu ilhis- 
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tniti4’€ pjirt of report iis abnndiiDt aif poiisible, and must 
thank the Committee of the Inrtitate and the Editor of tjje 
JoDRX.AL for the liljerality with whieL thej have tiecooded mv de¬ 
sire. I wish to express mv especial seneeof ohligiition to Profes¬ 
sor? Arthur L. Frothinghaiu, Jr., Herbert Weir JSmTth and 
Allftii Maniuand for the ^ro*it care tvliich they have taken in 
preparing and directing tlie editing of this work. 

lly report, which will occupy part of several nu in bore of the 
.TorRNAi., ha? been somewLat dHaved. The reasons for thii? have 
boon numerous, hut oue of thcbia will be siiflieient. Cretan 
exploration baa iinmenee attroefione; the Burprisee, which its 
little explored soil gives to finy one who at'eks ti> open it up, are 
among the de^ipost aatisfactions of one's liie as an archaeohigist. 
But every medal baa its reveree—^and the reverse of these results 
that Btiumhite the mind ia the malarial ft^ver that proatnltes the 
body, from wliich the writer of tlicse jtagcB luis aulierud severoly 
duriiig tlie two years since his rutnrn.

Two inecriptions from Lyttos^ long since known^ are ilated 
from the term of office of this HHiine magistrate : one is in memory 
of Mmrciana, Trajao's sister {C.LG. 2576), and the other in honor 
of Mattidiat daughter of Marciaiia (Sprat t, IL I "'I. 1, No, 7). 
These inscriptions should be assigned to the year between Sep¬ 
tember.

The ruins that exist near the present Tillage of Ini (SuutJi 
Fediada), and between this village and tlie lieighta of Kassani, 
have not yet been even identified. No testa had lieen found 
hero, before tlie diKcoyery of the small unarriptions which I pub¬ 
lish below, and these do not, iinfortunately, give any clue to 
the discovery of the ancient miue.

years ago tLe inliabitants of the neighboring villages of the 
interior, wishing to make use of the an dent landing-pkce, began 
to build dwellings and storehouses in that deserted spot; and 
in the excavations made for foandations and in the scarcb for 
materials for buiidiug, they came across some blocks covered 
with inscriptions, which were published, partly by Jf, Doublet ' 
in the Bull, tf< Corr, Sell. XIll, pp. 74—75, and partly by tu}'sell 
in tho Matio Jtal, 111, pp. 737 teqij. With one exception, these 
inscriptions consist of mere reminders and vows to Artemis, ent 
or caused to be cut by 'visitors on the walls of a temple, without 
any regard fof order. Sometimes they fill oidy one block; some¬ 
times they spread over two contiguous hlocks, passing over the 
joints; sometimes they are so crowded that they are written, one 
above the other, so as to make an almost undecipberable mass of 
letters. 

In the Inst few years some new buildings have been added to 
the earlier ones, and new holes Lave been dug in the ground 
in the search for ancient material that could bo used. In this 
way the remains of the temple itself, whence came the first scat¬ 
tered inscriptions, were discovered; but they were seized upon 
at once and partially covered by new huts built above them, so 
that the ground plan cun now hardly l>e made out. ITie archi¬ 
tectural remains, simong which may still be seen fragments of 
Ionic columns of an artificiiil and bail style, show, however, 
that the building was of a lute date, and perhaps not much 
older than the inscriptions diueoverod up to the pieseiit time. 
It occupied a space slightly raised aljove the right hank of the 
little torrent that comes down from the lliighias Galinis valley, 
but a short distance from the point where it enter.H the sea. 
About it, on both sides of the stream, are seen a few remnants 
of poor buildings, wliile on the little height tlmt rises above 
the port on the cast there are found traces of an insignificant 
necropolis. There is no trace of other public luiilding^. a fact 
which proves the slight importance of the place. 

In taking possession of the remains of the temple, the peasants 
came upon some more iugcriptioas of the same character a& those 
discovered ten years ego, and preserved them, or built them into 
the walls of the new Ltuiscs in the place. As will be seen from 
the form of ihe characters, they aU belong to the Homan period.

CimiSTlAX IXSCRll'TIOXS. 


Until a few yeara not more tlian live or eSx Cliriatian 
inseriptioiiB fpom Crete were known; but eliminating a few of 
quite a late tlate, there remained only three that belong to the 
Byaantine period, namely, the two texts from Gortvna published 
in the C.LO. under Xos. 8635 and 8750, and another from tbo 
eamc aty wbieh has l>een published by Bw^ojmo? in 

bis pamphlet on Crete quoted above (p. 543 ); this last inscription 
is in>rhnps the earlieist. 

The limt is an inscription, referring to building, which still 
remains in a field at Ilaghioi Btdni, and belonj® to the first half 
of the sLxth century. Of the second, which is lost, there is only u 
eopy 111 a Vatican wanufieript (Xo. 175&J. It belonga to quite a 
lute period, as it U <l«ted in the year T292, the tenth year of i^m- 
peror Androniens Pulawdogus the elder.' The third is a brief 
nivocatJim cut on the exterior of the apse of the early cLnroh of St. 
Titus, now called the K«/»d, or flava^ih, which was still visible a 
tew years ago, bur. has lately perished in consequence nf the bar- 
boroQS reHtorations which have disfigured this interestiiig monu- 
ment. 

The itiw'riptioii of Tophi Mnnjietiri copied by Spnitt (Vol. IT, p, 
42P> IS only a recent poetical composition 111 ancient stvle and, to the 
aaine period, that is, the time of the Venetian dominion, or even 
later, belongs, in tny o[dnion, the fmgnmnt from Tfokku ct)pied 
by tho same ontbor (PI.
